MACHINE GUNS DO WELL 


(RatioATeen was expressed by 
Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, Chief of 
Staff, U.S.A., in a preliminary report 


which he submitted to the Acting Secre- 
tary of War this week on the antiaircraft 
firing tests which are being conducted by 
the 62d Coast Artillery (A.A.), at Ft. 
Tilden, N. Y. The information given out 
by the War Department shows a substan- 
tial progress since the World War in the 
development of accuracy and volume of 
antiaircraft firing, not only at Ft. Tilden 
but at San Francisco, Calif., and at Ft. 
Barrancas, Fla. The hits were notably 
high. 

The most extended firings which have 

been held up to the present time have been 
those at Ft. Tilden, N. Y., in which the 
3-inch gun batteries and the machine gun 
batteries fired against a standard target 
towed by an airplane with most satisfac- 
tory results. The 62d Artillery Regiment 
has also held searchlight practice, first at 
Ft. Tilden and later at Camp Dix, N. J., 
in the discovery and illumination of bomb- 
ing planes at night. There will be another 
test held on July 27 of the efficiency of 
the listening devices and searchlights in 
discovering and illuminating bombing 
planes which will simulate a night attack 
on Camp Dix. The following is the memo- 
randum prepared by General Hines, which 
gives a brief survey of the results of the 
tests so far obtained: 
“All firing is at a standard target, towed by 
airplane. The target is a cloth bag about 19 
feet long and 5 feet in diameter at one end, 
tapering down to 3% feet. Its area is about 
one-fourth that of an airplane. The over-all 
dimensions of a modern bomber are: Wing 
spread, 74 feet 2 inches; length, 42 feet 7 
inches; height, 14 feet 8 inches. 

‘The target is towed at as high a speed as 
the plane is capable of flying while towing, 
which is about 70 miles per hour. The towing 
Wire is 2,100 feet long. 

An observer on the plane and another at 
tight angles to him, on the ground, measure 
instrumentally the distance of each burst from 
the sleeve target. Bursts are considered hits 
when they occur within 50 yards of the targets 
a8 viewed from the gun and when within 35 
yards short to 15 yards over as viewed from

THE POTENTIAL POWER 
OF ATTACK AVIATION 


effectiveness, tremendous punch, 

and potential power of attack aviation 
as an offensive combatant force, even 
though equipped as the Army of the United 
States is today, with the present obsolete 
De Haviland airplane, is interestingly and 
instructively shown by Maj. H. S. Bur- 
well, Air Service, U.S.A., in an article 
in the Air Service News for July 20, 1925. 

_ Major Burwell, in that part of his ar- 
ticle showing the results and effects of 
today’s attacks, says in part: 

The Group is accomplishing in the above at- 
tacks only one-sixth of what could be done with 
the same number of airplanes designed properly 
and solely for attack aviation. It is believed 
that with some modifications of the new Doug- 
las Corps Observation airplane this increase in 
effectiveness can be accomplished. 

The two wing guns now mounted on top of 
the lower wings could be placed inside the 
thick wings of the Douglas. Two others could 
be similarly mounted in the two upper wings, 
and by doubling the amount of ammunition, 
which can also be placed inside these wings, 
the total effect from machine gun fire alone 
would be quadrupled. 

At present external bomb racks are mounted 
on the lower side of the lower wings on the 
DeHavilands. The Douglas could possibly be 
so modified as to have these racks placed in- 
side the fuselage and made large enough to 
carry twice the number of bombs now carried. 
The results would be that one airplane alone 
would have the same punch as one complete 
wave of two flights of three DH4B airplanes 
each, with a much greater tactical effect. 

ALTERNATIVE ARMAMENT 

An alternative armament load desired for this 
new airplane and to be used on such special 
targets as railway engines, armored trains, 
bridges and factories is to leave off the load 
of small personnel bombs and wing guns and 
substitute therefor one 300-lb. demolition bomb

with a delayed fuse, and one 50-cal. Browning 
machine gun which fires a large bullet having 
a high penetration. A fast diving attack could 
be made with the 50-cal. gun, and when the 
airplane had approached very close to the 
target the bomb could be dropped with great 
accuracy. The delayed fuse, set for delay of 
10 seconds, would allow the airplane to escape 
from the danger zone before the explosion. 

There is no doubt that attack aviation units 
thus equipped would soon be recognized as one 
of the most powerful, if not the most powerful, 
of auxiliary offensive and defensive forces. 


ATTACK AVIATION OF THE NEXT WAR 


As an illustration of the potential force of 
a single group equipped with from 75 to 100 
of these airplanes and having a base of opera- 
tions within 50 miles of the front lines, it would 
be possible to have single planes make attacks 
every minute continuously day and night; or 
waves of six planes could be sent over con- 
tinuously every five or six minutes. As the 
base of operations was moved closer and closer 
to the lines the time interval between attacks 
could be decreased until an almost continuous 
attack could be made. 

On the other hand, a combined attack of, say, 
30 flights of three airplanes each could easily 
be made. The effective radius of action of the 
small personnel bombs is 60 yards, or an ef- 
fective front for each flight of 360 yards. Al- 
lowing for 50 per cent overlap of front for each 
airplane, the total effective front for the 30 
flights is a little more than three miles. If 
the bombs were dropped two at a time and 
180 yards apart, the effective depth of this bomb 
attack would be a little more than one mile. 
Added to this, each airplane would be able to 
fire 5,000 rounds of 30-cal. ammunition, or a 
total of approximately one-half million rounds. 
This attack could be delivered in less than one 
minute and, with proper war strength organiza- 
tions located within 25 miles of the front, it is 
believed that these attacks could be repeated 
at intervals of one hour. 

Thus it is seen to be possible that a group 
could carry out a heavy attack over an area 
three miles long by one mile in depth, and all 
in less than one minute. An attack such as 
this would have a terrific effect upon the enemy. 


AIRSHIP SHENANDOAH 
TO PROVE HER VALUE 


Admiral Hughes Says Many 
Tests Will Be Needed To 
Know Her Real Value 


WAS WEAK AS A WARSHIP 


1% the opinion of Rear Adm. Charles F. 
Hughes, U.S.N., Director of Fleet 
Training, who was aboard the U. S. 
dirigible Shenandoah in the search prob- 
lem on the Atlantic last week, “it is yet to 
be determined whether lighter-than-air 
eraft can be used with effect in case of 
hostilities.” He states that the war games 
were inconclusive on this point, and that 
it will take a long series of experiments 
to decide to what use the dirigible type 
can be put in time of war. 

There are many Navy officers who hold 
that money now spent. on dirigibles could 
best be used on ships, and that these 
huge lighter-than-air craft have little real 
military value. 

The search problem was held between 
Nantucket, Mass., and Atlantic City, in 
clear weather, which gave the Shenandoah 
a wide range of visibility in her endeavors 
to discover the U. 8S. battleship Texas. 

Admiral Hughes in his informal report 
says: 

“We left the mast at Lakehurst at 6 o’clock 
in the morning (Thursday, July 16) and went 
out, following the Long Island coast and picked 
up the Nantucket Shoal lightship which sends 
out automatically. From there we started in on 
the search. At 5.30 p. m. we picked up the 
Texas. It was hazy at Nantucket, and I esti- 
mate that we could see about 17 miles. This 
got better during the day and at the time we 
picked up the Texas we could see about 25 
miles. 

“After the problem was over, we started in 
toward the coast and as soon as it became dark 
we could see the whole coast was covered with 
lightning for miles and miles. We turned south, 
moving slowly until about 5 a. m., Friday, July 
17, when we started back. By that time the 
clouds and storms had worked offshore. In 
about half an hour after we started in we came 
up against one storm and then another, and 
we had to dive under them. We bumped and 
pitched like a ship in a heavy sea. Then we 
went along on top of the clouds until we came 
to another storm and we dived under that. 

“The Shenandoah got about due east of At- 
lantic City in her search. During the storm 
we did not get farther south than the mouth 
of the Delaware River. 


EXPERIMENT PROVES NOTHING 


“This experiment has proved nothing in an 
absolute sense. The thing is that the navigation 
of an airship is vastly different from the navi- 
gation of a ship. It goes with the wind as fast 
as the wind goes. In the darkness of the night 
there is more guesswork with airships than with 
surface ships. This ship is so big and so light 
that she will move sideways as fast as the air. 
You have got to counteract this movement. 
These tests will have to be much more exten- 
sive before any definite conclusion can 
drawn. : . 

“If the weather had continued as it was in 
the morning we could not have seen the Texas. 
Any scouts, air or surface, would have had the 
same trouble. Haziness and_ low-lying clouds 
make for low visibility. I do not think the 
matter of ducking under the clouds is unusual 
for airship navigation. When she goes up a 
certain distance the gas begins to blow off au- 
tomatically. It is this helium that we cannot 
afford to waste. I do not agree with the claim 
of many people that you can navigate from 
here to Germany on hydrogen but not on helium. 
Because of the need of conserving helium, 
manoeuvring conditions are hampered, but the 
non-inflammability of helium makes its use es- 
sential for safety and reliability.”

shots per gun per minute. The percentage of 
hits scored, 5.6, or one hit for each 18 shots 
fired, is about six times as many hits as have 
been claimed for the firing at the end of the 
World War. 

“On the night of July 13 the machine gun 
batteries of the 62d Artillery had their turn. 
The target was the same as for the gun_bat- 
teries. When the plane approached Ft. Tilden 
the searchlights were turned on the sleeve tar- 
get, the range and speed of the target measured, 
and when the plane was at a safe angle from 
the guns fire was opened. 

“The ranges were much shorter than for the 
8-inch guns, the antiaircraft machine gun being 
designed to take care of low-flying aircraft. At 
Ft. Tilden the target averaged about 75 miles 
per hour and was at a distance of about 3,000 
feet from the machine gun; 15,574 rounds were 
fired by 16 guns in exactly five minutes of 
actual firing; 386 shots per gun per minute for 
Battery E and 447 shots per gun per minute 
for Battery F. Eighteen holes were found in 
Battery F’s target and 21 in that of Bat- 


t 
ad SCORES AT FT. TILDEN 


“During the 10 days of firing of this regiment 
at Ft. Tilden prior to these tests, out of 2,027 
rounds fired at towed targets by the 3-inch 
guns, 83 hits were scored; 59 holes were 
counted in the targets recovered; and out of 
85,978 rounds fired by the machine guns at 
towed targets which were recovered there were 
230 holes found in the targets. 

“In May and June of this year antiaircraft 
target practice was held by the 13th Coast 
Artillery at Ft. Barrancas, Fla. One hundred 
forty-six shots were fired by the 3-inch guns at 
the standard target towed at an average alti- 
tude of about 6,000 feet and at a_ horizontal 
range of about 9,000 feet, speed of plane not of 
record. Fourteen hits were scored at a rate of 
five per battery per minute; three holes were 
counted in the target. The percentage of hits 
was notably high—9.6. 

“There was machine gun firing at Ft. Bar- 
rancas during the same period. Seven thousand 
seven hundred fifteen shots were fired with four 
machine guns in a total firing time of 5 min- 
utes and 40 seconds at an average altitude of 
1,200 feet and horizontal range of 1,000 feet, 
speed of airplane recorded as about 90 miles 
per hour. There were 66 holes found in the 
target. The rate of fire in this case was 344 
shots per gun per minute. 

“Successful practices are reported for the 63d 
Coast Artillery (A.A.) at San Francisco. Pre- 
liminary reports show that a battery of two 
8-inch guns fired 80 shots at the standard target 
in four minutes and scored nine hits. At one 
practice a target was shot down in six shots. 
Details as to range, altitude and speed of target 
not received to date. In an antiaircraft ma- 
chine gun practice with a towed target only 5 
feet long, 4,000 rounds were fired at an average 
range of 700 yards and 20 holes were counted. 
Details as to speed and altitude not yet re- 
ceived. 

“During all of this practice the Air Service 
has rendered special service in towing targets 
and making the exercises possible. After con- 
siderable experiment and test on the ground 
and in the air the Air Service has developed a 
practical system for this service, including night 
and day target towing and two-way radio com- 
munication from plane to ground. The coop- 
eration between the two branches has produced 
good results.”

are shortly to take the water on 
the Tyne and the Mersey, prove to be the 
last battleships of large displacement to 
be built for any power?” asks the Army 
and Navy and Air Force Gazette of Lon- 
don, in an editorial in its issue of July 
8. “It is rash to speculate on such a 
matter,” the Gazette goes on to say, “but 
the indications at present certainly point 
in this direction. It is well to recall the 
circumstances under which these vessels 
were put in hand. The Washington Con- 
ference of 1921-22 proposed a complete 10- 
year naval holiday from battleship con- 
struction, but Japan stood out for the 
completion of her new battleship Mutsu, 
which gave her two post-Jutland ships of 
the latest des‘gn. 
“America then insisted on completing 
two more, the Colorado and West Vir- 
ginia, and, to maintain the status quo, 
Great Britain, which had stopped work on 


four new battleships at the start of the 
conference, was authorized to build two 
others. 

THE WASHINGTON TREATY 


“Now, although the Washington treaty 
is to last until the end of 1936, or for 
another 11% years, the powers are not 
bound by it to suspend battleship con- 
struction for so long. France and Italy 
have the right to resume such construc- 
tion in 1927, and to lay down in that year 
ships which will come into service in 1930- 
1931 to replace the Jean Bart and Dante 
Alighieri, respectively. Much will doubt- 
less depend upon whether they exercise 
this right. 

“Three years ago the right to build a 
new battleship was offered to the French 
Government by the loss of their ship, the 
France. They took no advantage of the 
clause in the treaty which permits of the 
replacement of capital ships or aircraft 
carriers accidentally destroyed, and the 
precedent may commend itself in 1927. 
After all, each power is only authorized 
to lay down one ship in that year, and the 
use of such an isolated unit would raise 
some awkward problems, ; 


SHIPS OF THE FUTURE 


“Much better, it would seem, would be 
the construction instead of, say, three 
10,000-ton cruisers, or six flotilla leaders, 
similar to the fine trio of Italian ships 
now visiting the Baltic. Supposing France 
and Italy take this view, their action will 
not be without its influence on the other 
signatory powers, Britain, America and 
Japan, as to the decisions they will make 
in 1931, when they are allowed to resume 
battleship construction. Another confer- 
ence before that date might well confirm 
and consolidate what would by then have 
become the general tendency. 

“It is only a question of agreement be- 
tween the powers before what we now call 
the cruiser becomes the capital ship of the 
future. As Adm. Sir William Henderson 
has often argued, a 10,000-ton cruiser 
could perform all the functions of a bat- 


tleship, provided that the nations had 
agreed that vessels of larger tonnage 
should not be built. From the stand- 


points of personnel and operations there 
can be no question that two or three 
cruisers would be preferable to one bat- 
tleship. 

STRATEGIC ASPECT 


“As regards the strategic aspect, too, 
Admiral Henderson has pointed out that 
fleets should be constituted to fit the prob- 
able theaters in which they may have to 
act. This points to the elimination of the 
big ship and the use of smaller, simpler 
and more mobile vessels. The naval les- 
son of the war, he affirms, is that the con- 
struction and organization of the fleets 
was such that they could only be used to 
advantage in narrow waters. But the next 
move is with the politicians if a return 
to smaller dimensions is to be brought 
about, for the powers must agree col- 
lectively before any one of them dare take 
the risk which failure to inelude the 
largest and most powerful vessels in their 
battle squadrons would involve.”

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VISUAL SIGNALING IN 
NAVY MUST BE KEPT UP 


Will Not Rely On Radio And 
Other Wonderful Systems 
Altogether 


CAPT. McLEAN GIVES PLANS 


HILE the attention of the public is 
W absorbed with the development of 
radio communication, Captain Ridley Me- 
Lean, U.S.N., has issued a bulletin in 
which he calls the attention of the Fleet 


commanders to the importance of keeping 


up visual signaling. Radio and other 
modern and wonderful systems of com- 
munication have not supplanted visual 


signaling. 

Captain McLean said that reports now 
being received from the Fleet covering re- 
sults and containing recommendations 
growing out of the Spring maneuvers in- 
progress during the last year in 
yisual signaling. This progress appears 
not only in the operation of visual sig- 
naling, but also in determining more spe- 
cifically than heretofore the requirements 
of ships assembled in a large Fleet. 

The development of visual signaling ap- 
paratus in a Fleet differs somewhat from 
radio in that the requirements and prac- 
tical difficulties experienced must come 
from the Fleet, whereas the development, 
of radio apparatus meeting certain stand- 
ards of range, distance, and selectivity is 
largely « laboratory problem. 

It is hoped, Captain McLean says, that 
when all reports shall have been received 


dicate 


the department will be in possession of 
definite recommendations which will en- 
able it to proceed with necessary improve- 
ment in visual apparatus with an accurate 
conception of Fleet requirements and ex- 
isting difficulties. 

EXCESSIVE USE OF SHIP’S FORCE 

Captain McLean said that the excessive 
use of the ship’s force in installing radio 
equipment is having a disastrous effect on 
the training of communication personnel. 
He admits, however, under the economy 
policy, that this is the only way that equip- 
ment can be secured.for the Fleet. In 
the statement on this he says: 

“Excessive use of ship’s force for in- 
stallation of communication apparatus is 
undoubtedly detrimental to the training 
of communication personnel and the main- 
tenance of their communication proficiency. 
It is understood, however, that in many 
recent cases the use of ship’s force for in- 
stallation has been resorted to not only 
to conserve funds but also because the 
entire lack of funds would have otherwise 
prevented modernization work entirely. 
In view of this fact, the use of ship's force 
is regarded as necessary and desirable. It 
is believed that with careful planning and 
supervision afloat a great amount of in- 
stallation work can be accomplished by 
ship's force without materially interfering 
with their training or reducing, their op- 
erating proficiency. Furthermore, the 
work done in installing apparatus in- 
creases familiarity of personnel therewith.”

Co. ARTHUR JOHNSON, Intf., 
U.S.A., who was retired from active 
service July 9, 1925, under the require- 
ments of the act of Congress approved 
June 30, 1882, was born in Minnesota 
July 9, 1861.

INCOME TAX CLAIMS 
‘ REFUND INSTRUCTIONS 


Details Of The Procedure 
For Filing Claims 
Explained 


LATEST LETTER IS GIVEN 


N a letter to Col. F. W. Coleman, F.D., 
Assistant Chief of Finance, which was 
made public this week, Acting Commis- 
sioner C. R. Nash, of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, of the Treasury Depart- 
detail the 


ment, explained in great 
procedure through which officers in the 


military service will have to go through 
with in filing their income-tax claims for 
refund. These claims will be handled as 
expeditiously as possible, but _ officers 
should bear in mind that section 281 of 
the revenue act of 1924 requires that 
claims be filed within a certain period of 
time. In order to avoid having the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau return these claims 
due to errors made therein, it is suggested 
by Colonel Coleman that officers follow the 
explicit directions contained in a letter to 
The Adjutant General of the Army, writ- 
ten by Commissioner D. H. Blair, of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, published on 
page 2374, third column, of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL of July 18, 1925, and also 
the instructions in a later letter, dated 
July 16, issued this week, which is noted 
below. 

Claim forms may be secured from the 
collectors or deputy collectors of internal 
revenue, and the affidavit or verification 
of such claim may be made free of charge 
before the collector or deputy collector. 


The main features of the letter of July 16 
says: 

One claim may be presented for all years in 
which such allowances were reported as taxable 
income by the claimant provided that all of the 
income-tax returns for such years were filed 
with the same collector. If the income-tax re- 
turns were filed with different collectors, as 
many claim forms as necessary should be exe- 
cuted and the claim filed with any collector 
should cover only the taxable years for which 
returns were filed with such collector. 

The basis of such claims will generally be 
sufficient if stated as follows: 

“That the claimant reported as taxable in- 
come the amount of dollars which rep- 
resented the rental value of quarters furnished 
or cash received as commutation of quarters 
during the taxable year(s) covered by this 
claim; that under the decision of the Court of 
Claims on April 18, 1925, in the case of Clifford 
Jones, major, U.S.A., vs. U.S. the value or 
amount of such allowances was not taxable in- 
come.” 

If the claimants cannot determine in any 
ease what reduction in tax liability should be 
made due to the inclusion of such allowances as 
taxable income, it will generally be sufficient if 
a nominal amount is stated. 

Section 281 of the revenue act of 1924 re- 
quires that claims be filed within a certain 
period of time. 

Briefly expressed, the statute requires that 
claims for the taxable years herein material be 
filed on or before the expiration of the period 
or dates as follows: 

For fiscal year ended in or calendar year: 

1917—(1) Four years from the time the tax 
was paid; or (2) five years from the time the 
return was due; or (3) April 1, 1925, if a 
waiver was filed within five years from the due 
date of the return; or (4) April 1, 1926, if a 
waiver filed within five years from the time the 
return was due was extended before the expira- 
tion of the period thereof. 

1918—(1) Four years from the time the tax 
was paid; or (2) five years from the time the 
return was due; or (3) April 1, 1925, if a 
waiver was filed on or before June 16, 1924 
(June 15, 1924, falling on a Sunday); or (4) 
April 1, 1926, if a waiver filed on or before 
June 16, 1924, was extended before the expira- 
tion of the period thereof. 

1919—(1) Four years from the time the tax 
was paid; or (2) five years from the time the 
return was due; or (3) April 1, 1926, if a 
waiver was filed on or before June 15, 1925; or 
(4) April 1, 1927, if a waiver filed on or before 
June 15, 1925, is extended before the expiration 
of the period thereof. 

1920—(1) Four years from the time the tax 
was paid; or (2) five years from the time the 
return was due. 1921 and subsequent years, 
four years from the time the tax was paid. 


30TH U.S. INF. AT DEL MONTE 


HE 30th Infantry, U.S.A., Col. Charles 

S. Lincoln, left its station at the Pre- 
sidio of San Francisco July 15 and will 
be absent until about September 1. The 
regiment will instruct the National Guard, 
R.0.T.C., and other components of the 
Army of the United States in field duties 
at Del Monte, and will later engage in a 
series of maneuvers with the 11th U. S. 
Cavalry and the 76th Field Artillery. 

The 30th Infantry is augmented by 33 
officers of the Infantry Reserve, who have 
joined the regiment for their annual train- 








ing period. Most of these officers belong 
to the 362d Infantry, a part of the 91st 
Division. 

The 30th left in a truck train, composed 
of 28 trucks. That part of the 30th eom- 
posed of the animal-drawn transportation, 
the machine guns and Company E, 6th 
Engineers, are already at Camp Del Monte, 
having left the Presidio of San Francisco 
on July 6. They arrived on July 12. 

Lt. Col. Harold D. Coburn remains at 
the Presidio of San Francisco as post 
commander. 


COMDR. BYRD, U.S.N., GIVES 
PLAN FOR ARCTIC FLIGHT 


T. COMDR. R. E. BYRD, U.S.N., in 

command of the naval detachment of 
the MacMillan Arctic Expedition under 
the auspices of the National Geographic 
Society, has forwarded to the Navy De- 
partment a definite plan of operations 
with the three Navy amphibian planes in 
exploring the polar regions, plans for the 
establishment of bases, and the difficulties 
and precautions necessary in airplane ex- 
peditions in that climate. 

Spectacular dashes will be avoided, and 
the unit will feel its way as it goes, as the 
difficulties facing them are unknown, but 
as far as possible emergencies will be 
provided for. The following are extracts 
from the plans: 

The base on the polar sea will be 
either at Cape Columbia, Grant Land, or 
Cape Thomas Hubbard, Axel Heiberg, de- 
pending upon which seems to afford the 
best landing places en route. It is known 
that there are landing facilities at the two 
above-mentioned capes. 

An intermediate base will be formed 
between the main base at Etah (or neag 
Etah) and the base on the polar sea, 
This base should be midway between th4 
two bases or about 150 miles from Etah, 
Ammunition, firearms, engine fuel and 
food will be put at both bases, and in 
addition the base on the polar sea will 
have a small tent, some food and spare 
parts, radio operator and radio set, smoke 
bombs, field glasses, Primus stove, kero- 
sene, planes’ stakes and lashing for bad 
weather, and one Eskimo and dog. The 
Eskimo and dog are taken along as an 
emergency measure in case it becomes nec- 
essary to live on the country. At least 
two months’ supply of food will be taken 
to the base on the polar sea. 

If the polar-sea base is put at Cape 
Thomas Hubbard, the first long flight over 
the polar sea will probably be 319 degrees 
true course. This rhumb line is a spiral, 
but it does not get very ominous until 
very near the pole. It passes over prob- 
lematical Crocker Land—the land which 
Peary thought he saw from Cape Thomas 
Hubbard, but which has been called a 
mirage. The second course will probably 
be 294 degrees true. From Cape Colum- 
bia the first course will probably be 281 
degrees true and the second 30514 degrees 
true. It is not practicable to attempt 
to predict any course other than those 
due to the impossibility of foreknowledge 
of conditions to be encountered. 

At Etah the wings cannot be put on 
two of the planes on the steamship Peary 
on account of lack of space. Erecting the 
planes will therefore be a major opera- 
tion. It will be past the middle of August 
when the first flight is made out over the 
polar sea. The return to the main base 
should be about September 1. 

No long flights over the polar sea will 
be attempted until short flights have been 
made to ascertain polar-sea conditions. 
All three planes will be used to form the 
base on the polar sea. Two planes will 
go together on flights from this base, and 
the third plane will remain at the base 
as a reserve plane. All three planes will 
be equipped with radio. 

At least one of the two planes flying 
over the polar sea must have a mechanic 
on board to repair the engine, if possible, 
in case of a forced landing. All members 
of the naval unit are being required to 
learn to send and receive radio. Only two 
persons can go in each plane in the polar 
sea. ; 





CHEMICAL RES. OFFICERS 


A PPROXIMATELY 25 Chemical Re- 
serve officers residing in the 7th, 8th 
and ¥Yth Corps Areas completed recently 
15 days of active training at Ft. Logan, 
Colo., this being the first time a chemical 
course has been held away from Edgewood. 
The reason for holding schools so far from 
Edgewood is due to the fact that available 
funds will not permit sending Reserve offi- 
cers residing so far distant to Edgewood. 
Another course will probably be_held at 
the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif., in 
the Spring. 
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U. S. BATTLE FLEET CRUISE 
TO AUSTRALIAN WATERS 


HE first welcome to the vessels of the 

U. S. Fleet, under Adm. R. E. Coontz, 
U.S.N., which were nearing Australia on 
July 21, was received from Australian 
airmen from Melbourne. Admiral Coontz, 
from the U.S.S. Seattle, put a message 
on the air to the aviation board at Mel- 
bourne, congratulating the aviators on 
their magnificent feat. 

One portion of the fleet dropped anchor 
in Melbourne Harbor on’ July 23, and an- 
other arrived at Sydney, New South 
Wales, on the same day. The most elab- 
orate welcome was accorded all the ships. 
The Victorian Parliament adjourned three 
weeks in order that its members could take 
part in the great welcome. 

Liberal shore accommodations have been 
arranged for the men of the fleet, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press dispatch. It 
is estimated that 4,500 sailors will go 
ashore daily, and the Y.M.C.A. is provid- 
ing 1,500 beds and continuous meals, be- 
sides arranging for the visitors to be re- 
ceived in private homes.

The U.S.S. Omaha is due to leave Mel- 
bourne August 6 for Wellington, where 
she should arrive August 11. She will 
leave Wellington August 24 and is due at 
Samoa August 30. 

The U.S.S. MeCawley departs from Mel- 
bourne August 6 for Dunedin, Australia, 
to arrive there August 10. The U.S.S. 
Henshaw leaves Dunedin August 20 and 
is due at Wellington August 22. The 
U.S.S. Meyer leaves Wellington August 
24 for Samoa, where she is due August 30. 

The U.S.S. Marcus departs from Mel- 
bourne August 6 for Littleton, Australia, 
where she is due August 11.

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U.S.S. GALVESTON’S CRUISE 
ABOUT SAN BLAS WILDS 


‘ss T}.HE U.S.S. Galveston, Capt. T. R. 

Kurtz, fired long-range battle prac- 
tice on May 28 and*made a very good 
showing, making more hits than the rest 
of the squadron combined,” says The 
Leatherneck, published at the Marine Bar- 
racks at Washington, of July 11. 

“Including short range, long range, night 
battle, engineering, and general upkeep, 
the Galveston stands second in the squad- 
ron for the naval year just ending. 

“Leaving Balboa, C. Z., on the 16th of 
June, the Galveston anchored in Colon 
overnight and then proceeded to the San 
Blas territory in the western part of 
Panama. 

“The San Blas Indians are only partly 
civilized, and they afforded the Marines 
much amusement by trading bows, arrows, 
war clubs, pineapples, coconuts, ete., for 
soap, mirrors, pocket knives, ete. 

“Money did not seem to have much 
value with them. More could be obtained 
-for a cake of soap than could be purchased 
with a quarter. 

“The Indians came to the ship in small 
boats made from the trunks of trees. 
Their skill in handling them with sails 
or paddles is remarkable. 

“Several of the small boys dived into 
the water for pennies which were thrown 
in by the men. 

“On the 20th of June the ship sailed for 
Alaganti, a small Indian village where 
the people were not so friendly. The ship 
anchored at quite a distance from shore, 
and remained there over night, leaving the 
next morning for Puerta Abaltai, where 
supplies were left for four sailors sta- 
tioned at the radio station. The ship then 
returned to Colon and liberty was given 
all hands.”

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NAVY OFFICER CHANGES 
IN HIGH COMMANDS 


HE untimely death of Rear Adm. 

George W. Williams, U.S.N., which 
was announced in last week's ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL, not only cast a gloom over 
the Navy Department but upset for the 
time being a tentative slate for the assign- 
ment to duty of flag officers who are due 
to come ashore this Summer and Fall. 


Rear Admiral Williams was not only 
recognized as one of the most brilliant 


officers in the Navy but was immensely 
popular. 

He had been selected to the office of As- 
sistant Chief of Naval Operations, to take 
effect as soon as he had completed his tour 
of duty afloat as commander of the De- 
stroyer Squadrons of the Scouting Fleet. 
His death will make it necessary to make 
a number of changes in the plans of the 
department. 

Rear Adm. Montgomery M. Taylor, 
who, as announced last week, was selected 
to relieve Rear Admiral Hughes in charge 
of Fleet Training in the Naval Opera- 
tions, may be transferred to the assign- 
ment as Assistant Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. In that event the department will 
make an effort to secure another flag offi- 
cer for Fleet Training, as the work in this 
office as it has been arranged is regarded 
as of great importance. The Navy De- 
partment may be forced to assign a captain 
to this duty, but it is generally believed 
that a flag officer should be at the head of 
the Fleet Training Operations. 

The death of Admiral Williams may also 
shorten the tour of duty of Capt. Luke 
McNamee as naval attache at London. 
This will grow out of the promotion of 
Captain McNamee to rear admiral on No- 
vember 16. While flag officers have served 
as naval attaches in London, it is really 
contrary to the policy of the Navy Depart- 
ment to detach an admiral from the Navy 
for diplomatic duty. Captain McNamee, 
it is not believed, will continue long at 
London after he has reached the grade of 
rear admiral. 

Incidentally, Admiral Williams’ death 
absorbs all of the recommendations for the 
grade of rear admiral and captain made 
by the Selection Board. Capt. George C. 
Day went up to rear admiral on July 18. 
Comdr. Julius C. Townsend becomes a 
captain on the vacancy, and Lt. Comdr. 
Philip Seymour becomes a commander, 
also, on July 18. 





HORSE BREEDING HDQRS. 
NOW AT FT. DOUGLAS. 


HE Secretary of War has approved the 

Quartermaster General's recommenda- 
tions that the Army’s purchasing and 
breeding headquarters, now located at Sac- 
ramento, Calif., be moved to Ft. Douglas, 
Utah. It was in the interests of economy 
and efficiency of operation which caused 
the department to make this change. 

It was also pointed out that the loca- 
tion at Sacramento involved rentals of 
more than $1,000 per year, and this will 
be saved, in addition to which a reduction 
in the use of mileage, by reason of the 
fact that Ft. Douglas adjoins horse mar- 
kets, can be made. The War Department 
has designated Maj. Alexander H. Jones, 
Q.M.C., to be in command of the new 
headquarters, who for the past year has 
been on duty an the 8th Corps Area.

SLATE OF GEN. OFFICERS 
TO BE ANNOUNCED SOON 


HE delay in selecting an officer of the 

Army to fill the vacancy in the grade 
of major general, which will occur when 
Maj. Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis, U.S.A., re- 
tires for age on August 1, is said to be 
due to a decision to announce the selec- 
tion for the vacancies which will be cre- 
ated by the retirement of Maj. Gen. George 
B. Dunean, U.S.A., on October 10, and 
Maj. Gen. W. H. Johnston, U.S.A., who 
retires on October 19. At the same time, 
it is possible that the new commanders of 
the 4th and 7th Corps Areas may be 
announced. 

According to reliable information, Act- 
ing Secretary of War Davis declined to 
approve any recommendations for’ the 
Sturgis vacancy until Secretary Weeks 
has been consulted. After considerable 
discussion in the department, it is stated 
that it was decided to submit the entire 
slate of vacancies to occur this Fall to 
Secretary Weeks. This will be done 
within a few days, and the announcements 
of the selections for the prospective va- 
cancies may all be made before August 1. 

There are indications of a general feel- 
ing throughout the Army that seniority 
should be at least one of the most im- 
portant considerations in filling the vacan- 
cies not only in the grade of major gen- 
eral but in that of brigadier general. It 
is stated that the disposition of the War 
Department to go down in the list of 
brigadier generals and colonels and select 
juniors for promotion is having a very 
depressing effect on the senior officers. The 
flow of promotion, as it always has been 
after a war, is very slow, and the filling 
of the general officers’ grade with younger 
men has a tendency to close the door 
entirely. 

In the consideration of the colonels for 
the prospective vacancies, the situation is 
complicated by an attempt to distribute 
the appointments equally among the dif- 
ferent branches. According to the claims 
of the Infantry, that branch is now short 
of its proportion in the general officers’ 
grade. Three appointments recently made 
from the Cavalry, and the age of the Field 
Artillery colonels as a whole, it is argued, 
make it necessary to fill the next vacan- 
cies from the Infantry to equalize the 
distribution among the branches. The 
whole situation has been gone over in the 
War Department with the Acting Sec- 
retary of War, who will submit a memo- 
randum to Secretary Weeks. 
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MIDSHIPMEN IN CRUISE 
SEE EARTHQUAKE ZONE 


A UTHOUGH the Midshipmen on their 
practice cruise this year missed the 
scenes of the Old World, which former 
classes enjoyed during the European 
cruises, the west coast has furnished them 
with thrills equal to any of the former 
cruises. The work on the cruise has also 
contained some new features. Most nota- 
ble of these have been aviation and radio 
practice. Before the conclusion of the 
cruise every first classman will have par- 
ticipated in at least one flight, the ma- 
chines on the ships being employed in giv- 
ing the Midshipmen instruction and train- 
ing in aviation. 

The U.S.S. Arkansas, Utah and New 
York are constantly kept in touch by the 
use of radio, the Midshipmen being given 
practical instruction in its use. 

The practice squadron was approaching 
San Pedro when the earthquake took place 
at Santa Barbara. Orders were issued 
to the squadron to prepare to render as- 
sistance to the victims of the earthquake, 
but much to the disappointment of all 
aboard the situation was taken care of 
when the squadron arrived off Santa Bar- 
bara. An interesting report from the 
U.S.S. Arkansas sent to the Navy Depart- 
ment on the experience of that ship at 
Santa Barbara said in part: 

The week opened with a thrill which gave 
promise of an unusual experience for our men. 
As we were approaching San Pedro our com- 
munication force picked up news of the earth- 
quake which was rocking Santa Barbara. In 
company with the remaining two ships of the 
squadron, we came to anchor and began send- 
ing the usual liberty party ashore. Then came 
orders to prepare to proceed to Santa Barbara 
for the purpose of rendering any assistance 
which might be required there. The liberty 
party was recalled and returned gladly all on 
edge over the possibility of getting into the 
heart of some real excitement and_ service. 
Promptly at the appointed hour anchor was 
weighed and we traveled at 15-knot speed 
toward the stricken area. 

During the run north, a landing force was 
organized and equipped to maintain itself 
ashore and perform whatever duty might be 
required. This was put through with a smooth- 
ness and speed which evidenced in the best 
possible way the efficiency of all vitally con- 
cerned. 
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On our approach to Santa Barbara we 4; 
covered that the lighthouse had been destro’% 
and that the entire city was in darkness = 
there had been four severe disturbances earlie 
in the day and very pronounced tremors co 
being felt at the time of our arrival, we could 
not depene much on soundings and had no mean, 
of knowing the depth or character of the bet. 
tom before us. Nevertheless, without the usual 
aids to pilotage we made our way to a ¢op. 
venient point and came to anchor at one 
o’clock Tuesday morning. Shortly after this 
our landing force was sent to the beach. 

Daybreak revealed the fact that with great 
energy and resourcefulness and in spite of 
continued quakes and tremors, the community 
had organized itself well for assisting the in. 
jured, protecting property, feeding the people 
keeping curiosity seekers at a distance and 
meeting all other exigencies of the emergency, 

Efficient assistance and supplies of all kinds 
were arriving as needed, and it became yp. 
necessary for us to remain. Much to the dis. 
gust of the men they were ordered to return 
on board and at ten o’clock Tuesday morning 
we started on our return to San Pedro.

INSPECTION TRIP ASST. 
SECRETARY OF NAVY 


RRANGEMENTS have been made u- 

der which Assistant Secretary Doug- 
las Robinson, of the Navy, will make an 
extended inspection trip of the western 
activities of the Navy. He will leave the 
East on September 13, and will not re- 
turn to Washington until October 26. 
He will not only visit the Fleet, but all 
of the principal shore stations and train- 
ing stations, beginning with the Great 
Lakes Training Station, at Chicago, on 
September 14. 

Like Secretary Wilbur, the Assistant 
Secretary will make an investigation of 
the naval base problem in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay. It is understood that Colond 
Robinson will do this at the request of 
Secretary Wilbur, who is not only con 
sulting him and officers of the Navy, but 
people who are interested in the project 
at San Francisco, Alameda and Mare 
Island. 

The Assistant Secretary is due to arrive 
at Seattle on September 18, and will pro- 
ceed from there to Bremerton by boat to 
inspect the navy yard. On September 19 
he will inspect Keyport, and will visit 
Portland on September 20. Colonel Rob- 
inson is due to arrive at San Francisco 
on September 22, where he will inspect 
the Goat Island Training Station and pos 
sibly the San Quentin prison. Under his 
schedule, Colonel Robinson will arrive at 
Los Angeles on September 23, and pro- 
ceed to San Pedro, where he will join the 
U.S.S. Arizona. Colonel Robinson will 
fly to San Diego to inspect the air sta 
tion and destroyer base there. He will 
spend September 24 and 25 in San Diego, 
and return to Los Angeles on September 
26. On September 28 he will inspect the 
battleships off San Pedro, and return to 
San Francisco on September 29, from 
there he will proceed to Mare Island by 
boat. On board the §S.S. Matsonia, 
Colonel Robinson will sail from Sat 
Francisco for Honolulu, where he is due 
to arrive on October 6. He will return 
to the states on the same ship, leaving 
Honolulu on October 14 for San Fran- 
cisco, where he is due to arrive on Octo- 
ber 20, proceeding immediately to Wash- 
ington, where his trip will end on Oc 
tober 26. :

rmpHE interview of Senator Frederick 

Hale, chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, after his talk with 
the President at Swampscott, had the ring 
of some of the speeches of his illustrious 
father when the elder Hale was chairman 
of the same committee. It is being pre- 
dicted that Senator Hale will become as 
aggressive a leader as his father was in 
fighting for adequate defense. Chairman 
Hale is the first of the congressional lead- 
ers to come out in the open against any 
further reduction in the naval budget. It 
comes with greater force from him, for the 
Senator, during the last session of Con- 
gress, rather conservative in his 
utterances on national defense and was 
inclined to accept without protest reduc- 
tions in the naval budget. 

The Senator had just returned from a 
trip to the Pacific coast, during which he 
attended the maneuvers and made a 
thorough inspection of the west coast naval 
establishments. Evidently he was very 
deeply impressed with the deficiencies in 
the fleet and on the shore establishments 
of the Pacific. It was given out that the 
President had called Senator Hale to the 
Summer White House to discuss with him 
what reduction could be made in the naval 
budget. While the Senator, in his talk 
with correspondents, did not go into de- 
tails, he declared that he had told the 
President that the rock bottom had been 
reached in the reduction of the naval 
budget. He called attention to the im- 
portance of providing for the light cruisers 
that were authorized by the last Congress, 
and also to the needs of submarines and 
the completion of the gunboats. It was 
evident by the tone of the interview that 
Chairman Hale is not only preparing to 
resist a decrease in the naval budget but 
holds conviction that there should be an 
increase for new construction. 

The chairman also touched on the im- 
portance of adequate naval bases on the 
Pacific. The interviews, as printed in the 
papers, are conflicting in reference to the 
naval base controversy in the San Frah- 
cisco Bay. In* one interview Chairman 
Hale is quoted as stating that the local 
interests in the San Francisco Bay must 
he harmonized so as to work out a plan 
for a base in San Francisco Bay of the 
magnitude of Norfolk. In another inter- 
view Mr. Hale is put on record for the 
establishment of a large base at Alameda. 
In all of the interviews he favors large 
development at Pearl Harbor, and declares 
that there should be an expenditure of at 
least thirty millions on the naval bases of 
the Pacific in the next budget. 

Before seeing the President, Chairman 
Hale had a conference with Secretary of 
the Navy Wilbur. This is taken to indi- 
cate that Mr. Hale is fortifying himself 
with data from the department as well as 
from the fleet. 


RETIREMENTS IN U.S.M.C. 


HE retirement of Col. William N. Mc- 

Kelvy, U.S.M.C., on July 15, 1925, and 
the retirement of three other colonels 
shortly will bring about more promotions 
in the Marine Corps than have occurred in 
the organization at one time for a great 
many years. Col. Carl Gamborg-Andresen, 
retires after 30 years’ service, while Col. 
James T. Bootes and Col. Arthur T. Marix 
retire under section +s, act of March 4, 
1925, under which colonels may be retired 
at the age of 56 years. 

Under these retirements Lt. Cols. Rich- 
ard Hooker, Norman C. Burton and John 
C. Beaumont will be ordered up immedi- 
ately for examination. The promotions 
from the grade of major will include Majs. 
Fred D. Kilgore, William P._ Upshur, 
William M. Small, Robert B. Farquhar- 
son, Charles Sanderson, Walter N. Hill 
and Lauren S, Willis. The promotions in 
the grade of captain begin with Harold 
Clifton Pierce and end with Theodore A. 
Secor. The promotions in the grade of 
first lieutenant start with Henry S. Haus- 
mann and end with John D. Lockburner. 
In the grade of second lieutenant the pro- 
motions begin with Bayard L. Fell and 
end with J. B. Humphreys. 


THE ARMY UNIFORM 


AMONG the suggestions that have been 
made for the solution of the uniform 
Problem of the Army is that the War De- 
partment should wait until the Air Service 
uniform has been given a_ service test. 
After the Air Service uniform has been 
worn for a short period it is urged that 
any defects that are found in it should be 
corrected before the War Department com- 
mits itself to a policy of changing the uni- 
form for the entire Army. 
It is understood that the Quartermaster 
General has submitted to the Chief of Staff 


was 
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the specifications for the new Air Service 
uniform. These are now being gone over 
carefully in the General Staff, and it is 
expected that the memorandum from the 
General Staff will be placed in the hands 
of General Hines when he returns from 
his inspection trip at Camp McClellan the 
latter part of the week. It is doubtful 
whether the Chief of Staff, with the mass 
of business that is apt to accumulate dur- 
ing his absence, will reach the uniform 
specifications within a week after he re- 
turns. They will then go to the Acting 
Secretary of War. 

Colonel Davis is taking an active inter- 
est in the uniform problem and frequently 
discusses the subject informally with offi- 
cers on duty at the department. He is 
familiarizing himself with the different 
types of collar, and will observe closely 
the effect of the new Air Service uniform 
upon the appearance of officers in the 
Service. 


EFFECTIVE COAST ARTILLERY FIRING 


ERY favorable comment has been made 

by officers on duty at the War Depart- 
ment who have witnessed the antiaircraft 
firing which has taken place recently at 
Ft. Tilden, N. Y., San Francisco, Calif., 
and Ft. Barraneas, Fla. The tests have 
not yet been completed nor have all the 
details been reported to the department, 
but sufficient data has been received to 
show that great progress has been made by 
the Coast Artillery in handling antiair- 
eraft artillery. 

The most striking feature of the report 
is that the guns were not of the latest type 
and that the firing was done with high 
winds. Despite these unfavorable features, 
however, six times as many hits were made 
as have been claimed for the firing of 3- 
inch antiaircraft guns at the end of the 
World War. 
as indicating that air attack will not be 
an effective mode of warfare. The War 
Department does not take the extreme view 
of the effectiveness of air attack that the 
air partisans do, neither do they accept all 
of the optimistic claims of those who are 
developing antiaircraft artillery. They 
are inclined to the view that air attacks 
and antiaircraft artillery only complicate 
the war game and make it necessary for 
the War Department to seek improvements 
in both implements of warfare and modify 
the policy of the Army accordingly. 


COLONEL TILSON TO SEE PRESIDENT 


OL. JOHN Q. TILSON, who will be 

the Republican leader in the next 
House of Representatives, was in Wash- 
ington, doing what is known in congres- 
sional circles as “running some errands at 
the departments.” He called on the Act- 
ing Secretary of War and held a con- 
ference with a number of the members of 
the General Staff. 

The importance of this conference to the 
Army is that Colonel Tilson will go to 
Swampscott to discuss with the President 
the legislative program for the next ses- 
sion of Congress. Senator Curtis, the Re- 
publican leader of the Senate, was at the 
Summer White House this week, and it is 
only natural that Colonel Tilson should go 
to Swampscott within a week or 10 days. 
It is hardly necessary for the Colonel to 
say that he will at least counsel modera- 
tion in reducing the appropriations for the 
Army when he discusses the budget with 
the Chief Executive. Colonel Tilson is 
fully acquainted with the needs of the 
Army, and what he says ought to have 
great weight with the President. 


THE NAVY MEDICAL CORPS 


S the result of a policy being gradually 

inaugurated by Surgeon General Stitt, 
of the Navy, about 40 medical officers took 
special post-graduate courses during the 
past year. Included in the courses were 
surgery, medicine, roentgenology; obstet- 
rics and gynecology; eye, ear, nose and 
throat; urology; psychiatry; tuberculosis ; 
flight surgery and gas warfare. 

The wide scope of these post-graduate 
courses, which _ have been taken at what 
are recognized as the most prominent medi- 
eal institutions and hospitals, is an effort 
on the part of the Surgeon General to keep 
pace with the advancement of medical sci- 
ence for the benefit of the Navy. The 
scope of the work of the corps has been 
broadened until it must study and treat 
the industrial hazards of 35,000 civilian 
employes of all trades. It has taken over 
the sanitary education of an enormous na- 
tive population scattered between two 
oceans. Fifteen thousand veterans of all 
ages are under treatment at naval hos- 
pitals, and it is confidently believed that 
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Of course, this is not taken . 
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soon the Medical Corps will assume the 
entire care of all Navy dependents. 

With these conditions confronting it, the 
Surgeon General is attempting to broaden 
the education of the Medical Corps as far 
as its duties will permit. Whenever offi- 
cers are stationed in the vicinity of large 
civilian medical institutions they are en- 
couraged to take courses, when it is pos- 
sible without interfering with their duty. 
This is in addition to the regular detail of 
officers to take special courses at medical 
schools and hospitals. This policy has 
already borne fruit in producing specialists 
who are recognized internationally as lead- 
ers in their profession. Greater results 
are expected of this system of education, 
which is now the established policy of the 
corps. 

FLOWERS TO DEAD CONGRESSMAN 


N refusing to approve bills for the pay- 

ment of floral wreaths furnished by the 
Secretary of the Navy for the funerals of 
former Chairman Padgett, of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs; former Rep- 
resentative J. R. Mann, Republican leader, 
and former Representative D. J. Riordan, 
of New York, the Comptroller General as- 
sumed the role of funeral director for the 
Navy Department. The amounts involved 
were $50 for Mr. Padgett, $40 for Mr. 
Mann and $25 for Mr. Riordan, but. the 
Comptroller General labors through a de- 
cision of eight pages discussing the subject 
as if he were interpreting the Federal Con- 
stitution. A pettifogger would not have 
written the decision denying the total 
amount of $115 that was involved. 

This is probably the first time that the 
legality of funeral expenses has been ques- 
tioned. If the Comptroller General is 
looking for a fruitful field in checking up 
the regularity of expenses he might in- 
vestigate those that are incurred by Con- 
gress in paying its last tribute to its 
deceased members. 

In the course of his labored decision the 
Comptroller General thus observes: 

“In this case it has not been shown, and 
I assume that it would not seriously be 
contended, that floral tributes to deceased 
Congressmen were ‘necessary and proper 
to carry on the business’ of the Navy De- 
partment, it not appearing that there is 
any official duty devolving upon the Navy 
Department relative to the furnishing of 
floral tributes for the funeral of deceased 
Congressmen. It must be held, therefore, 
that the former Secretary of the Navy ex- 
ceeded his authority in directing the use 
of the contingent fund of the Navy to pay 
for the floral tributes purchased by him, or 
at his direction, and that such action did 
not obligate the Government.” 


REDUCING ENLISTED STRENGTH 


KYEN in this fiscal year it has been found 
necessary by the Navy Department to 
reduce the enlisted strength of the Navy to 
82,000 from 86,000. If in the next fiscal 
year the 25 per cent reduction is applied 
to the Navy its enlisted strength is apt to 
go below 80,000. It is a gradual process 
of weakening the Navy that is provided 
for in the budget program of General Lord. 
* In naval construction the Director of 
the Budget will be called upon to decide 
whether the program of building eight 
light cruisers which has been authorized by 
Congress is to be abandoned. In this 
year’s appropriation funds have been pro- 
vided by which the Navy Department has 
been able to prepare the plans and as- 
semble material for two of the light 
cruisers. There will not be sufficient funds 
to lay the keels of the two light cruisers. 
Under the authorization of Congress six 
more light cruisers are to be started in 
1927. If the funds are not provided in 
the budget for the fiscal year of 1927 the 
program authorized by Congress will not 
be carried out by the administration. The 
Director of the Budget approved the 
cruiser bill when it was passed, and his 
refusal of the funds now will be a re- 
versal of the policy of the administration. 
Still, it is difficult to see how the fleet can 
be properly manned and the cruisers which 
have already been authorized by the Con- 
gress can be built under the proposed 25 
per cent reduction in the Navy Depart+ 
ment’s estimate. 

The proposed reduction in the budget 
for both departments will not permit of 
the development of the air forces of both 
establishments. If the War and Navy 
Departments’ estimates are to be reduced 
25 per cent the limit of new airplanes will 
not exceed the replacements that will be 
required for the present machines. Much 
has been said by the spokesmen of the 


White House as to the importance of an 
air force, but all prospects of development 
are blighted by the proposed sweeping re- 
duction in the budgets of both departments. 


ECONOMY AND DIPLOMACY 


THE economy policy of the War Depart- 
ment in recruiting the Regular Army 
developed what is known in diplomatic 
circles as a “delicate situation” in rela- 
tions between Mexico and the United 
States. The War Department was en- 
tirely innocent in the matter, it is stated, 
but an announcement that recruits were 
being taken for service in the Regular 
Army on the Mexican border produced flare 
headlines in the metropolitan press and 
quiet conferences in the State Department. 

It developed in the reports of the Adju- 
tant General’s office that there was a short- 
age of something like 800 or 900 men in 
the units stationed in Texas and along the 
border. Instead of recruiting men in the 
usual way and sending them overland by 
railroad. it was decided to make a drive 
for about 800 in New York and eastern 
cities, load them on the transport St. 
Mihiel, and send them from New York to 
Galveston. This, it was estimated, would 
save $20,000 or $30,000 in transportation. 
The trip would also prove attractive to 
the recruits, and the recruiting service was 
taking advantage of this when some sleuth- 
eyed reporters in New York discovered 
that the War Department “was preparing 
to send the Army into Mexico.” 


+ 
GEN. PERSHING FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE 


EFORE leaving on his trip to South 

America, Gen. John J. Pershing gave 
to the Associated Press his views on the 
military policy of the country. It was the 
last of a series of articles describing the 
training activities of the Army during the 
Summer months. In summarizing his 
views, General Pershing stood stoutly by 
his former recommendations for carrying 
out the Amended National Defense Act, 
saying in part: 

“T have recommended, and still insist, 
that adequate preparedness for the United 
States of America calls for a Regular 
Army of 13,000 officers and 150,000 en- 
listed men, thoroughly trained, as our first 
line of defense and as instructors of our 
civilian soldiers.” The General further 
advocated a National Guard of 200,000 
officers and men, an Officers’ Reserve Corps 
of 50,000 to 60,000, a large R.O.T.C. and 
C.M.T.C. He believed in training at least 
500,000 young Americans yearly. 


U.S.S. CAMDEN WINS 


NNOUNCEMENT has been made by 
Rear Adm. C. F. Hughes, U.S.N., 
Director of Fleet Training in the Navy 
Department, that the U.S.S. Camden stood 
first among the vessels of the tender class, 
U. S. Navy, in engineering performances 
for the month of May. The standing of 
the 10 highest vessels in this competition 
is as follows:

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RESERVE REORGANIZATION 
PROJECT IN CORPS AREAS 


REORGANIZATION of the Reserve 

project in corps areas to conform with 
Army Regulations 135-10 was announced 
by the War Department this week. The 
communication, which has been sent to 
the commanding generals of all corps areas 
and departments, contains 11 paragraphs 
defining the various changes involved, 
which deal wit! divisional units, Artillery 
group headqua ‘ters, local coordination of 
activities, Infaitry or Cavalry group head- 
quarters, Infautry or Cavalry offices for 
Reserves, supervision of training and ad- 
ministration, ete. 
The following is a summary of the para- 
graphs dealing with the reorganization : 

All Reserve divisional units, regardless 
of branch, should be under the supervision 
and control of division headquarters. 

An Artillery group headquarters is 
authorized for nondivisional Field Artillery 
units, and Coast Artillery units in corps 
areas having no Coast Artillery district. 

The activities of different Organized Re- 
serve units allocated to same _ localities 
should be coordinated. 

The War Department does not approve 
of the heading up of the Infantry and 
Cavalry Reserves under an infantry or 
Cavalry group headquarters, nor does it 
approve of an Infantry or Cavalry Reserve 
office at corps area or department head- 
quarters. 

In the training and administration of 
nondivisional Infantry and Cavalry Re- 
serve units the War Department favors at- 
tachment to Reserve divisions. 

An increase in the corps area staffs to 
handle Organized Reserve affairs is not 
desired by the War Department. 

The organization of corps areas by Re- 
serve districts is not favored by the War 
Department. 

In the reorganization of Reserve proj- 
ect at corps area headquarters, the various 
staff divisions and branches should handle 
their appropriate part of the training and 
administration of the Organized Reserves 
just as they do in the case of the Regular 
Army. 

The officer heretofore in charge of Or- 
ganized Reserve affairs of the corps area 
headquarters should perform the duties of 
Reserve liaison officer in all matters per- 
taining to Reserve affairs, and should 
function under the general supervision of 
G-3. 

The administration and training of 
special troops and trains of a Reserve 
division should be under the supervision 
of officers detailed to division headquarters. 

The decentralization of Organized Re- 
serve headquarters is favored by the War 
Department.

The closing entertainment was a trip 
through the stockyards, with lunch there 
as guests of the John Swift Post of the 
American Legion Advertising Men's Post, 
Chicago. The American Legion had over 
200 members of the Rainbow Division 
Veterans at luncheon Monday, July 13, 
as one feature of entertainment during 
their Seventh Annual Reunion. Maj. D. 
G. Arnold, Assistant Director of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, won much applause for his 
vigorous appeal to support the Regular 
Army in its program of instruction for 
the Organized Reserves. He was followed 
by Col. J. M. Johnson, of South Caro- 
lina, who commanded the 117th Engineers 
of the 42d Division. Colonel Johnson's 
address referred to the wiping out of sec- 
tionalism through companionship and ac- 
quaintance engendered by the World War.

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QUARTERMASTER CORPS = GE RVICE SCHOOLS AND ACADEMIES 


HE following account of the celebra- 

tion of the 150th anniversary of the 
corps by the Quartermaster personnel at 
Anchorage, Alaska, makes _ interesting 
Summer reading : 

“At 2 a. m. on the morning of the 13th the 
entire Quartermaster detachment and other in- 
yited Quartermaster personnel who reside in 
this community, numbering in all 14 men, de- 
parted on the gas boat Sea Lion for the Big 
Susitna River, a distance from here of about 

iles. 
ere arrived at the mouth of the river about 
ga. ., where we lay until about 2 p. m, the 
same day for the incoming tide to float us. We 
arrived at Big Bend, about 50 miles up the 
river, about 7 p. m., where we made camp. 

“After leaving the mouth of the river we 
passed through wild and isolated country, catch- 
ing an occasional glimpse of a black bear, which 
added to the interest of all, particularly those 
intent on bringing one home for a trophy. — 

“The first morning following our arrival in 
camp found all members of the party out bright 
and early, some bent on landing an early morn- 
ing limit of rainbow trout, others losing no 
time in seeking the trail of a bear. That eve- 
ning all brought in a good catch of rainbow, 
measuring from 16 to 20 inches in length. 
Those hunting bear were not so successful. 
However, several were seen and several shots 
fred, but the underbrush was so thick it was 
difficult to locate them, although fresh bear 
tracks were everywhere in evidence. The fol- 
lowing days were a repetition of the first, every 
hour filled with interest and excitement. On 
the morning of June 17 we left for the return 
trip home, arriving at Anchorage at 5.30 that 
evening. 

“Our camp was made on the bank of the Big 
Susitna River in one of nature’s most pic- 
turesque spots overlooking the river, with a 
gorgeous background of wild growth that might 
only be compared with a tropical jungle in so 
far as the coloring and density of the trees, 
underbrush, vines, etc., were concerned. In 
places it was almost impenetrable. Temporary 
trails were quickly made, and soon after our 
arrival every camp convenience was made avail- 
able. 

“We soon located what was once a trail used 
by the Indians in carrying their boats overland 
from the Big Susitna River to Alexandria Creek, 
a distance of about 1 mile inland from where 
we were camped. This was the only broken 
ground we found that had the slightest sem- 
blance of ever having been traveled by human 
beings. 

“Daily and frequent trips were made to Alex- 
andria Creek, and with the use of our small 
boat and motor access up and down the river 
was made easy and unexcelled trout fishing en- 
joyed by every member of the party. This 
stream was truly a fisherman’s paradise. 

“Owing to the long days and short nights at 
this time of the year, there being about 2 
hours only of darkness out of every 24, the time 
of day was disregarded completely, and it was 
not an uncommon occurence for a hunting or 
fishing party to return to the camp believing it 
to be about time for the evening meal and to 
their surprise be informed it was midnight or 
later. There was little desire for sleep, and it 
seemed little was required. Suffice to say all 
enjoyed an unusual trip and a good time. 

“Cpl. James C. Keegan, our post baker, pre- 
pared all meals, and with the use of limited 
camp facilities distinguished himself as an excel- 
lent cook, and all were loud in their praise for 
the varied and appetizing dishes he prepared 
for them. 

“The boat we hired was owned and operated 
by Capt. Nick Gaikema, assisted by his engi- 
neer, Red Jack, an old character in this country 
and familiar with every foot of the ground we 
traveled. Both of these men have traveled these 
waters for years, and their interesting descrip- 
tions and stories added much color to the trip, 
and their efforts to accommodate us in other 
respects added considerably toward making the 
trip a success.”

The carrier 
pigeons will not be required to wear indi- 
vidual masks like their animal mates in 
the Service, but will be protected from 
chemical agents by a special gas cover 
drawn over the cage.

MIDSHIPMEN 


U.S.N.A., ANNAPOLIS, Mp. 


NDER existing law about one-fourth 

of the Midshipmen who enter the 
Naval Academy in the future are likely to 
be from the enlisted ranks of the Navy, 
the Naval Reserve and the Marine Corps, 
and the fact will have a large influence 
upon the spirit of the institution and the 
Service. 

Under the act of Congress of March 4, 
1917, 100 enlisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps may be designated to the 
Naval Academy each year, and this num- 
ber has nearly been reached in the class 
just formed. Legislation which will go 
into effect next year provides for 25 ap- 
pointees from the Naval Reserve. 

As the law stands, entering classes in 
the future will not go over 500 in mem- 
bership, so that Midshipmen accepted from 
these sources, provided full use is made of 
the opportunity, will provide about 25 per 
cent of the whole number. 

Though it has been possible since 1917 
for 100 youths to enter the Naval Academy 
by enlisting in the Navy or Marine Corps 
one year in advance, the number qualify- 
ing in this way has been far below the 
full number until this year. 

The law provides that the hundred Navy 
youths who obtain the highest mark should 
receive the designation, and there is reason 
to believe that there will be some competi- 
tion during the coming year. Many am- 
bitious and manly youths are known to 
have enlisted with the idea of entering the 
Naval Academy in this way. 

The law has, in fact, proved a boon to 
many youths who wish to enter the Navy 
but who lack the influence to obtain ap- 
pointments from members of Congress. 
The parents of others prefer them to enter 
the Academy in this way, believing that 
the experience of a year in the ranks will 
be of great value. 

Strong approval of the system is given 
by naval officers and others in touch with 
the situation. Many of the youths who 
enter the Academy in this way are sons 
of Navy officers or come from civilian 
families of standing and influence. 

The law was passed originally with the 
idea that it would offer an opportunity to 
ambitious young men who had entered the 
Service under the usual cirmustances, but 
it has been found that there are few of 
this class of appropriate age and qualifi- 
cations. 





ARMY AIR SERVICE 





LANS have been perfected by the De- 

partment of Mechanics, Air Service 
Technical School, for the establishment 
on October 15 of two new courses for 
commissioned personnel, one to be known 
as the Airplane Maintenance Engineering 
and the other to be a course in Aircraft 
Armament. 

Among the subjects included in the 
scope of the Airplane Maintenance Engi- 
neering course, which will have a duration 
of 24 weeks, are the latest methods used 
in the repair, inspection and preservation 
of airplanes, airplane engines, and auxil- 
iary appliances. 

The program consists of 720 hours of 
instruction, subdivided as follows: Sixty 
hours each in the following subjects: Ma- 
chine practice, woodworking and propel- 
lers; fuselage and wings; airplane rigging; 
ignition; starting and lighting systems; 
engine testing. Thirty hours each in sheet- 
metal and welding; airplane wires and 


eables; fabrics and dopes; carburetion and 
lubrication; engine installation and opera- 
tion; installation auxiliary equipment; 
parachutes. Fifteen hours each in air- 
plane instruments, engineering and supply 
systems, and 120 hours in airplane engine 
repair. 

The course in aircraft armament will 
last 20 weeks, commencing on or about 
October 15, and will embrace the main- 
tenance, repair and inspection of same. 

In the 600-hour program of instruction, 
60 hours each will be allotted to the fol- 
lowing subjects: Bench and machine work ; 
machine-gun synchronizers and mounts; 
small arms; 180 hours to aircraft ma- 
chine guns; 30 hours each to machine-gun 
sights and camera guns; 45 hours to aerial 
bombs and pyrotechnics; 90 hours to bomb 
and flare racks and 15 hours to ammuni- 
tion, ammunition belts and explosives. 

Available facilities at Chanute Field 
can accommodate an initial enrollment of 
five students in each course. 


ARMY MEDICAL DEPT. 


AJ. GEN. M. W. IRELAND, Sur- 

geon General of the Army, in an- 
nouncing statistics of the health of the 
Army for the four weeks ending June 27 
gives the following facts: 


United States.—The admission rate for 
all causes for the troops in the United 
States declined to 539.82, the lowest point 
for the year, from 569.88, the total num- 
ber of cases being 1,010, as compared 
with 1,072. Disease declined 20 cases and 
injury 42. The admission rate for dis- 
was the lowest for the 


ease (421.70) 
year. 
Common respiratory diseases declined 


to 123 from 127, mumps to 10 from 16, 
and pneumonia to 0 from 1; while ve- 
nereal diseases increased to 76 from 60, 
malarial fevers to 5 from 4, common diar- 
rhea to 23 from 21, and influenza to 2 
from 0. One case of typhus fever was re- 
ported at Ft. Ringgold, in the 8th Corps 
Area, and one of smallpox at Ft. Hamil- 
ton, in the 2d Corps Area. 


The admission and death rates for dis- 
ease and injury and the admission rates 
for common respiratory diseases, measles, 
mumps, and pneumonia were all below the 
rates for the corresponding weeks of the 
four-year period, 1920-1923, and of the 
preceding year. This was the first week 
of the year in which no case of primary 
pneumonia was reported. 


China.—For the U. S. Army Forces in 
China for the week ending May 16, there 
were 15 cases, as compared with 20 for 
the week before. Venereal diseases de- 
clined to 3 from 4. One death occurred 
from primary lobar pneumonia. 


Philippine Islands.—¥or the troops in 
the Philippine Islands for the week end- 
ing May the admission rate for all 
causes increased to 624.72 from 413.30, 
the total number of cases being 139, as 
compared with 92. Diseases increased 
49 cases, while injury declined 2. Com- 
mon respiratory diseases increased to 18 
from 13, dengue to 4 from 3, bacillary 
dysentery to 2 from 0, and common diar- 
rhea to 17 from 15, while malarial fevers 
declined to 13 from 17 and venereal dis- 
eases to 8 from 13. 


Panama.—For the troops in Panama 
for the week ending June 20 the admis- 
sion rate for all causes increased to 
1,091.47 from 1,067.07, the cases being 
179 as compared with 175. Disease de- 
creased 5 and injury increased 9 cases. 
Venereal disease increased to 27 from 13, 
while malarial fevers declined to 23 
from 33. 

Hawaii.—¥or the troops in Hawaii for 
the week ending June 6, the general ad- 
mission rate declined to 458.22 from 
489.87, the total number of cases being 
125 as compared with 133. Disease de- 
clined 25 cases, while injury increased 17. 
Common respiratory diseases declined to 
17 from 24, and influenza to 5 from 7, 
while the same number of cases of ve- 
— diseases (5) was reported for each 
week. 
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THE FIELD ARTILLERY 


TEST of the Ford cross-country car, 

which is now being conducted by the 
Field Artillery Board of the Army at Ft. 
Bragg, N. C., shows that very promising 
results are being obtained on these light 
cross-country cars. Recommendations 
have been made by the Field Artillery 
Board that six additional cars be furnished 
for test, three by light motorized artillery 
at Ft. Bragg and three by the Field Artil- 
lery School at Ft. Sill, the procurement of 
which has been authorized. 

The great need for a light passenger 
vehicle for cross-country service was 
demonstrated in the World War. The 
Ordnance Department has tested many 
types of special vehicles designed for this 
purpose. Track-laying vehicles with metal 
and with flexible fabric tracks were tested, 
but were not found satisfactory for the 
work. 

The cross-country vehicles mentioned 
above consist of a stripped Ford chassis 
with balloon tires, bucket seats and auxili- 
ary gear set. The cars are very light, and 
the large tires provide a sufficiently low 
ground bearing pressure to enable the 
vehicle to go over almost any type of 
slippery ground. It can be used as a 
cargo-carrying vehicle by removing the rear 
seats and fitting a box for cargo. 

This, an official report says, is a very 
simple solution of the problem, utilizing 
commercial equipment in production, and 
has produced a very satisfactory vehicle 
for the Service and one which requires no 
noncommercial equipment in its assembly. 
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NATIONAL CAPITAL POLO 


OLO at the National Capital has added 

interest this year because Col. T. Doug- 
las Robinson, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, is substitute upon one of the War 
Department's teams. Whenever he can 
break away from the official duties, Colonel 
Robinson is found upon the polo grounds, 
ready to take his place whenever called on by 
one of the teams. He plays a courageous 
and dashing game. Recently his mount 
stumbled and fell and threw the Colonel. 
This did not prevent him from remounting 
and finishing the game. 

The season opened in Washington with 
four Service polo teams. They are the 
War Department Blue, War Department 
White, the 16th Field Artillery and the 
3d Cavalry teams. Toward the close of 
September there will be a tournament, 
which will undoubtediy attract national at- 
tention. Aside from the War Department 
and Ft. Myer teams, there will be teams 
from Camp Humphreys, the Philadelphia 
Country Club and Ft. Bragg to participate 
in the tournament.

NEW WINCHESTER RIFLE, 
MODEL 54, HIGH POWER 


HE Winchester Repeating Arms Co. 

of New Haven, Conn., which has been 
active in developing guns and ammunition 
for more than 60 years, announces a new 
model 54 bolt-action rifle, which is said to 
be the finest of its kind ever shown. 

The model 54 is a finely balanced, com- 
pactly built arm with beautiful lines, ap- 
plying the bolt action principles to the 
high-power class. The arm is simple, 
strong and graceful and marks the climax 
of the development of bolt-action rifles. 
It weighs about 734 pounds and its length 
is 44% inches. It is made only in solid 
frame. 

The bolt can be instantly removed for 
cleaning or examination of the bore by ai 
extra pull on the trigger. The firing piu 
is easily removed from the bolt for clean 
ing without the aid of tools. The trigger 
has the well-known military type 
double pull, giving a smooth action and 
a short, snappy let off. The finger piece 
is corrugated. The magazine is of the 
staggered box type, undetachable, and cal 
be charged either singly or from a standard 
clip. It holds five cartridges, which, with 
one in the chamber, places six shots at the 
hunter's command. 

The sight equipment is designed espt 
cially for the model 54. There is a plail 
“U” notch in both leaves of the folding 
leaf rear sight. The first leaf is for pout 
blank at 200 yards and the second leaf fot 
about 500 yards. Both leaves fold dow 
flat on the barrel. 

The 54 is bored for the .270 Winchestet 
center-fire cartridge, but it will also lt 
furnished adapted for the .30 Governmett 
‘06 cartridge. This cartridge has essel 
tially the same dimensions as the .30 Gor 
ernment '06 necked down to the .270 cali 
ber. It is loaded with a_ nitro-cellulose 
powder and a 130-grain pointed expanding 
bullet to a muzzle velocity of 3,160 feet 
per second and a corresponding energy %! 
2,880 foot-pounds. Due to the point 
bullets and high velocities it has been able 
to obtain an_unusually flat trajectory. 

When the rifle is sighted point blank at 
a range of 200 yards the drop of bullet a 
500 yards, without any change in sights, 
will be approximately 12 inches. + 
bullet jacket is made of Winchester gild- 
ing, which is a nonfouling type. The & 
panding bullet will upset instantly, upo?

URING the first day of the 1925 C.M. 

T.C. camp 2,279 young men, the ma- 
jority of them from Pennsylvania, were 
received, measured, weighed, examined 
physically, clothed and turned out for a 
month’s duty, the purpose of which is to 
make them better citizens of these United 
States.

| > THE 19 Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps at present in full swing in 
various parts of the United States some 
16,000 young men are in training. There 
are 21 camps still to be established, and 
these will accommodate about 20,000 young 
men. When the season closes, approxi- 
mately 36,000 young men will have had 
the benefit of military training. 

The largest camp so far open is the 
one at Camp Knox, Ky., where 2,500 re- 
ported for training. All of the camps in 
the 3d and 4th Corps Areas and all except 
one in the 9th Corps Area are open.

U. S. NAVAL RESERVE 


HE Secretary of the Navy on July 16 

waived the provisions of Article H-2603 
(2) (a), Naval Reserve Regulations, 1925, 
which formerly required that men of class 
B-1 attend 12 drills prior to taking a 
cruise. The commandants may now cruise 
B-1 men during the present training sea- 
son without regard to prior drill attendance. 


HE Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, finds that 21 lieutenants are 
eligible for promotion to lieutenant com- 





mander, and 134 lieutenants (j.g.) are 
eligible for promotion to lieutenants in 


the line. Examination questions are being 
prepared for these who have not already 
established their professional fitness for 
the grade they are entitled to be serving 
in. These questions will be mailed to the 


commandants of the various. districts 
within a very few days. 
HE Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, is submitting suggested 


changes to certain articles in the Naval 
Reserve regulations to the various bureaus 
of the Navy Department for comment and 
recommendations. Under these changes 
the men of the Volunteer Naval Reserve 
will be divided into six separate classes, to 
be known as V-1, V-2, V-3, V-4, V-5 and 
V-6. The changes will also provide for 


supplying certain of these classes with 
uniforms. 


CIRCULAR is being prepared by the 

Bureau of Navigation, Navy Depart- 
ment, on how to organize a fieet division. 
This will be distributed to the com- 
mandants of the various districts within 
the near future. ‘It is not expected to be 
of value to the division commanders in the 
reorganization work of the Naval Reserve. 


HE Bureau of Navigation has prepared 

a Fleet Naval Reserve precedence list — 
which will be distributed to the com- 
mandants of all districts prior to“August 1. 


UBMISSION has been made to the 

Secretary of the Navy of the Merchant 
Marine Naval Reserve regulations for his 
approval, and it is expected that these will 
be mailed to the commandants in the im- 
mediate future. 


RANSFERS to the Fleet Naval Re- 

serve will not be considered until the 
reorganization of the Naval Reserve has 
been completed. Due to the large amount 
of work in connection with the reorgani- 
zation the Bureau of Navigation has also 
decided not to increase the number of 
officers in the Fleet Naval Reserve at 
this time. 

Extracts from certain articles of the 
Naval Reserve Regulations, 1925, are 
quoted for those who desire to apply for 
transfer after October 1, 1925: 


H-2403. Sources -of Procurement for Offic- 
ers.—When vacancies occur in the prescribed 
district quotas of officers of classes D-F, E-F, 
DE-F, A-F, MC-F and SC-F, appointments or 
transfers to fill the vacancies will be made by 
the President and Bureau of Navigation, respec- 
tively, upon the recommendation of the com- 
mandant of the district as follows: 

Qualified commissioned officers of the Volun- 
teer Naval Reserve exclusive of commissioned 
warrant officers may be transferred to fill va- 
eancies in all classes of the Fleet Reserve, pro- 
vided they bid fair to maintain efficiency by 
attending drills and performing training duty. 

H-2407. Method of Selecting Candidates to 
Fill Vacancies.—(1) Vacancies in divisions will 
be filled by the selection of eligible candidates 
at locations where such vacancies actually exist. 

(2) All other vacancies in district quotas will 
be filled by the selection of eligible candidates 
at locations where divisions have been author- 
ized. 

H-1717. Physical Examinations of Naval Re- 
serve Officers.—Naval Reserve officers are re- 
quired to take a physical examination before a 
statutory board of medical officers of the Regu- 
lar Navy for transfer from the Volunteer 
Naval Reserve to the Fleet Naval Reserve. 

If impracticable to assemble statutory medi- 
cal board without incurring mileage or other 
expense, the physical examination may be 
conducted by a medical officer of the Regular 
Navy. In that case the report of this medical 
officer, together with the medica] history of the 
candidate on file in the department, will be 
acted upon by a special board of medical offi- 
cers appointed in the department. 

In the event that the candidate is being 
examined for duty involving the actual flying 
of aircraft, there shall be submitted also on 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery Form N.M.S. 
Aviation No. 1 a report of physical examina- 
tion for flying conducted by a flight surgeon. 
This form shall not, however, be required for 
promotion. 

H-2408. Physical Qualifications for Appoint- 
ment or Transfer to Fleet Naval Reserve.—Alil 
candidates for appointment or transfer must 
establish their physical qualifications in accord- 
ance with the standards for the same ranks or 
grades of the Regular Navy to perform all the 
duties of their ranks or grades at sea before 
a statutory or special medical examining board, 
as provided for in Article H-1717. Physical 
defects will not be waived for appointment in 
or transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve. 

H-2409. Professional Qualifications.—All can- 
didates for appointment or transfer to the 
Fleet Reserve must establish their professional 
qualifications by a written examination before 
a supervisory board composed of Regular officers 
appointed by the commandant, which shall 
conduct the examination for the statutory naval 
examining board in the department, except that 
the examination will be waived in the case of 
Volunteer Reserve officers who formerly held 
permanent commissions in the Regular Navy 
or have graduated from the Naval Academy. 
The scope of the examinations will be in accord- 
ance with Article H-2518 and the record of 
proceedings will be forwarded in accordance 
with Article H-2517. 

H-2404. Rank in Which Appointments and 
Transfers Are Made.—(1) Officers of the Vol- 
unteer Naval Reserve who have held permanent 
commissions in the Regular Navy may be trans- 
ferred to the Fleet Reserve with the permanent 
rank and date of precedence held by them in 
the Regular Navy. These officers will be carried 
en the precedence list as extra numbers. 

(2) Other candidates may be transferred or 
appointed only at the foot of the list of ensigns 
in classes D-F, E-F, DE-F, A-F and SC-F or 
lieutenants (j.g.) in class MC-F. 

H-2405. Age Qualifications.—For appointment 
or transfer to ensign candidates must be less 
than 28 years of age, for lieutenant (j.g.) less 
than 31, for lieutenant less than 35, and for 
lieutenant commander less than 40 on the date 
their applications are received in the bureau. 

H-2406. Special Requirements for Class A-F.— 
Candidates for class A-F must be naval avia- 
tors, be recommended by the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics and pass a physical examination for 
flying before a flight surgeon.

THE CHINESE SITUATION 


GRAVE problem confronting the great 

powers of the world at the present 
time is the Chinese difficulties. The situa- 
tion there is extremely delicate, because 
all the world powers have great interests 
involved, and while the United States has 
its interests also to look after, it has put 
itself on record as dealing with the Chinese 
fairly and without desiring to exploit the 
Chinese people for the benefit of its 
financiers. 

Secretary of State Kellogg, after a re- 
cent conference with President Coolidge 
regarding the situation in China, stated: 

“The cornerstone of that policy, so far 
as this Government is concerned, may be 
said to be a scrupulous observance of the 
obligations to China entered into at the 
Washington conference, and the insistence 
that the Government of China take ade- 
quate measures for the protection of for- 
eigners and to carry out her responsibili- 
ties under the treaties.” 

The attitude of the American adminis- 
tration is that the policies laid down in 
the Washington treaties be put into effect 
as quickly as possible, and that there 
should be no new policies adopted by any 
of the other great powers which would be 
contrary to the agreements in the nine- 
power treaty. 

The foreign powers are of the opinion 
that this is not a propitious time for any 
negotiations seeking the revision of the 
foreign extraterritoriality privileges in 
China, and the opinion has been expressed 
that an essential preliminary for the pro- 
post.’ nine-power Chinese conference de- 
mands that China must first restore order 
and also demonstrate that she can properly 
maintain it, and that the attacks against 
foreigners must be prevented and proper 
order and respect for foreigners and their 
property be observed by the people. The 
antiforeign agitation in China is still ex- 

ingly strong. 

While the United States early in July 
sent a communication to the foreign gov- 
ernments stating that it favored abandon- 
ment of extraterritoriality, this was merely 
a statement of its position and not a hope 
that it would be carried out during the 
existing trouble. 

Extraterritoriality does not form a part 
of the treaties proper. It is dealt with in 
a resolution adopted at the Washington 
conference calling for commissions to 
study the subject. 

The American communication is in- 
tended to acquaint the powers with our 
exact position and is expected to clear 
away all possible chance of misunder- 
standing. Great Britain and Japan, it is 
reported, are in accord with the plan of 
the United States for a satisfactory settle- 
ment of existing difficulties. 


FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS 


GREAT BRITAIN 


‘THE British airship to be constructed at 

the Government factory at Cardington, 
England, according to the Under Secretary 
for Air, is being so designed that she will 
be readily adaptable for service or for com- 
mercial use. At present, however, the 
prime object is to construct an airship 
with good aerodynamic efficiency and with 
a large margin of disposable lift, and the 
design is not at present sufficiently ad- 
vanced to allow of the consideration of 
specific commercial, naval, military or air 
force requirements. 


OR several years the Ministry of Labor 

and the Officers’ Benevolent Department 
of the British Legion, says the Army and 
Navy and Air Force Gazette of London, 
have worked in cooperation on the difficult 
problem of the unemployed ex-officer, with 
the result that over 80,000 vacancies have 
been filled since the armistice. This suc- 
cess is due, in a large measure, to the 
professional and business men who have 
generously given their services to the task 
of assisting ex-officers and ex-service men 
to find suitable employment. A meeting 
was held at the Mansion House in 1919, 
after which, in London alone, over 400 bus- 
iness men came forward and offered their 
services, many of whom are still actively 
engaged in this work. The Ministry of 
Labor has harided over to the British 
Legion Officers’ Benevolent Department 
the full responsibility of finding employ- 
ment for both disabled and nondisabled 
men. 

FRANCE 


AS to new warship construction in the 
French Navy, The Engineer of Lon- 
don, in a recent issue said: 

“The failure to include battle cruisers in 
the program of naval construction now 
being carried out in France is regarded by 
most French naval experts as a_ serious 
mistake, and what appear to be convine- 
ing arguments are being brought forward 
to show the necessity of completing the 
program by the addition of a certain num- 
ber of capital ships. Until recently the 
principle of providing for defense exclu- 
sively by means of small and fast cruisers, 
torpedo boats and seaplanes, in conjune- 
tion with the military air service, was re- 
garded as the only one which could be 
safely followed by a country with a limited 
naval budget. 

“Battleships were looked upon as. vulner- 
able to the smaller craft, and particularly 
to airplanes. It was supposed that their 
provision would come up for academic dis- 
cussion during the latter term of the period 
covered by the program, when the laying 
down of such ships would depend upon the 
experience gained with them in other 
countries. 

“It is now seen that experience already 
secured is sufficient to warrant serious at- 
tention being given to capital ships with- 
out waiting until other countries have 
taken too great a lead. The vulnerability 
of capital ships to air attack is found to 
be more open to question than had been 
assumed. French experts are therefore be- 
coming increasingly insistent in their de- 
mands for capital ships now that they 
have some practical data with which to 
back up their arguments. The manner in 
which they are urging the necessity of 
these additions to the fleet suggests that 
the construction of a certain number of 
battle cruisers will eventually come up for 
discussion, unless, of course, the situation 
should be regarded as modified by the pro- 
posed pact for mutual defense.” 


ANEW national defense plan for France 
has been sent to the Chamber of Depu- 
ties by Premier Painleve. One of its main 
features is the right of the Government to 
requisition all the country’s resources, not 
only material but intellectual and scien- 
tific. 

The plan deals with the distribution of 
labor and war materials and prescribes 
systems for transportation and the manu- 
facture of munitions. 


ECUADOR 


FOLLOWING the recent example of the 
bloodless revolt in Greece, troops of 
the Guayaquil, Ecuador, garrison on July 
10 made a capture of the civil and mili- 
tary authorities. A similar movement took 
place at the same time at Quito, capital 
of Ecuador, where the military proclaimed 
Gen. Francisco Gomez de la Torre as mili- 
tary chief of government. There was no 
bloodshed at either place. The movement 
is described as designed to end the pres- 
ent maladministration. It is declared the 


military authorities will be in full control 
pending the constitution of a civil govern- 
ment which will give absolute guarantees. 
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THE ARMY UNIFORM 
To Tue Epitor: 


[ WOULD like to add a little mite, if I 
may, to the general discussion of the 
present uniform. The different possible 
changes have been discussed and redis- 
cussed many times. I do not feel like 
taking the liberty of saying what changes 
we should have, but by all means let us 
have a change. 

I have been in five or six foreign coun- 
tries since my entry into the Service, and 
my observations have impressed me that 
we could stand a change.

No credit is due the powers 
that be. 

If all units turned out in the uniforms 
that had been issued—I had rather be 
elsewhere. 

I am in favor of the roll-collar (lapel) 
coat with O.D. shirt and the present 
breeches for every-day wear; the same uni- 
form with a white broadcloth shirt, with 
black tie in both cases, for inspections and 
parades. Long trousers would be optional 


when on leave.

AGAINST DISARMAMENT 
To Tue Epiror: 


NE hears and reads a great deal these 

days concerning “universal peace,” but 
thus far nothing seems to have been accom- 
plished to bring about this much-desired 
peace. . 

There is much said about having uni- 
versal peace—that is, peace the world 
over—but it would be a far better policy 
to begin this great work right here in our 
country, among our own people. In every- 
day life we find so much strife among 
individuals, among politicians, among 
peoples in every walk of life. Even, sad 
to say, there is a continual discontentment 
among the churches. 

I should think if these politicians and 
capitalists would pay their employes better 
salaries, which would enable them to have 
better homes, thus enjoying some of the 
comforts of life, that such a thing would 
naturally bring about a decrease in crime. 

In my opinion, these people who are 
erying for “peace” are, in the majority, a 
lot of foreigners who have in mind to dis- 
arm the country, and after having accom- 
plished their end to have the other coun- 
tries come in and rule everything to their 
own liking. 

All of our cities have their police forces, 
who go about armed and equipped with 
various kinds of improved weapons, all in 
an attempt to check crime, but certainly 
the statistics do not show a decrease in 
evil.

And as the police are 
the protection of the people, so also are 
the Army and Navy the protection of our 
country.

THE LATE GENERAL DODD 
To THE EpITor: 


T HE reference to the untiring energy and 
skill as a horseman of Gen. George A. 
Dodd, U.S.A., in his obituary in your 
issue of July 4 recalls the fact that for 
12 years, from October 20, 1876, to Sep- 
tember 30, 1888, Colonel Dodd served con- 
tinuously on the frontier at various Army 
posts in Nebraska, Dakota, Wyoming, 
Arizona, Indian Territory and Texas,

young officer he won the name of “Dare 
Devil Dodd.” 
Ever since he graduated from West 


Point General Dodd while on the actiye 
list was known as one of the most skillfy] 


and untiring riders in the Army. Many 
years ago, when on duty at Ft. Riley 
Kans., in command of Troop F, 3d Cay. 


alry, he developed his command to such 
wonderful tactical proficiency in horse. 
manship that it was in continuous demand 
for exhibition purposes in the East and 
other cities. No such exhibition of Army 
cavalrymen had ever been seen in public 
at large cities before. 

One anecdote of General Dodd is that 
when he was ordered to take station, some 
years ago, he found a horse which the 
western men call an “outlaw” and which 
had not been ridden for seven years 
Dodd's reputation as a horseman had pre. 
ceded him and it was up to him to break 
in and ride the horse. This the Generg] 
did, and the animal continued in the 
General's stable until it was 22 years of 
age. General Dodd may have been ¢op. 
siderable of a martinet, and képt his off. 
cers and men on the jump and alert for 
sudden orders, but he certainly knew his 
business as a cavalryman. 

General Dodd compiled a work on the 
training of cavalrymen and horses, which 
was used as an authority in the Army, 
He came of a military family, his father 
having been killed as an officer in the 
Civil War. Three of his daughters mar- 
ried Army officers. 

At the time of the Mexican expedition 
in 1916 the then Colonel Dodd was sta- 
tioned at Douglas, Ariz., in command of 
what was known as the 2d Cavalry 
Brigade, which was divided up to patrol 
considerable territory. This brigade was 
made up of the 7th Cavalry, Col. James B. 
Erwin; 10th Cavalry (colored), Col. W. 
C. Brown; and the 13th Cavalry, Col. 
H. J. Slocum. Colonel Dodd himself was 
on the detached list, but was assigned as 
acting brigade commander as the senior 
officer present. He was over 63 years of 
age then, and when he had to be auto- 
matically retired for age in July, 1916, 
while in the midst of the chase, it almost 
broke his heart to have to retire by law, 
and not for physical reasons.

NEW ARMY FLYING PROGRAM 
To THe EpirTor: 


HE new and far-reaching policy an- 

nounced in your issue of June 27, which 
has the approval of the Acting Secretary 
of War, which provides for training to 
Army officers of all combat branches, is 
certainly going to stir up things. It seems 
to me, however, of very doubtful utility 
in providing for a limited amount of ex- 
perience in the air. 

The Air Service is a highly specialized 
branch of the Army, and to be an expert 
flyer, or to be able to acquire a requisite 
knowledge of the Air Service, will require 
constant study and training. With the 
many school studies and numerous other 
duties that officers of the combat branches 
now have to take up, how will it be pos 
sible for such officers as are physically 
able to devote sufficient time to qualify 
as flyers? 

The policy, it is stated, contemplates 
that all line officers, in addition to theo 
retical instruction, will have an oppor 
tunity for at least 10 hours’ actual ex- 
perience in tke air. Ten hours in the alr 
will certainly not make a qualified airman 
who can be relied upon to perform the I- 
tricate duties of such, which include not 
only flying, but knowledge of the engine, 
etc., which can only be acquired by con- 
stant training. 

Unless an officer can specialize as an 
airman, and devote the requisite time to 
regular practice, it is only inviting dis 
aster in attempting to make an officer @ 
“jack of all trades, and master of none. 
You might as well try to make officers 
physicians and surgeons by giving them 
theoretical instruction and 10 hours ac 
tual experience. A practical airman is 48 
much a specialist as a doctor or surgeon, 
and the two are only acquired by long 
and constant study and practice.

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BOOK REVIEWS 


INTERACTION BETWEEN VESSELS. By 
Comdr. R. B. Bodilly, R.N., Barrister-at-Law. 
“ge k which comprises 132 pages, with in- 


a aol 
fo Soom in cloth, published by the D. Van 
Nostrand Co., 8 Warren Street, New York 
City, is a valuable book to all mariners. Its 
rice is $3.50. The work is an attempt to collect 
— one volume the scattered information avail- 
able on the theory of interaction, or suction, 
between ships, and to deduce general results 
therefrom. 


The amount of information on the subject, 
the author points out, is decidedly meager, and 
for this reason, he says it is impossible to be 
mathematically precise in the conclusions ar- 
rived at in estimating the values of the forces 
set up or the distances at which they may be- 
come effective. General deductions of sufficient 
accuracy can, however, be drawn for the guid- 
ance of seamen, navigating their vessels with 
proper consideration for the safety of them- 
selves and others. F 7) 

The case of the Olympic-Hawke collision has 
been given close consideration. By itself, it is 
a singularly bad one from which to draw con- 
clusions, for reasons given in the text, but the 
experiments carried out in connection with the 
trial and the evidence given by the experts 
called as witnesses throw much light on _ the 
subject. It is the only case in Great Britain 
in which the theory of interaction has been 
exhaustively considered. 

It cannot be impressed too strongly, the au- 
thor points out, that, although scientific knowl- 
edge is daily increasing, there are still vast and 
only partially understood forces acting on every 
ship at sea, and that no amount of theory can 
relieve the master of a vessel from the duty of 
exercising the greatest care at all times. Where 
yessels are necessarily crowded together through 
lack of space, slow speed is undoubtedly the 
chief factor pertaining to safety. 

“The course should be altered as little and 
as gradually as possible,” says the author, “for 
sudden and violent alterations produce corre- 
sponding changes in the interacting forces 
which may lead to disaster though the speed 
be moderate. Whenever possible, the distance 
between ships when passing should never be less 
than the length of the longer vessel. Were 
these three rules followed collisions due to in- 
teraction should be unknown.” 4 

The author desires to acknowledge his in- 
debtedness to Adm. D. W. Taylor, U.S.N., and 
to Professor A. H. Gibson, D.Sc., of the Vic- 
toria University of Manchester, for their kind- 
ness in permitting him to make use of valuable 
papers read by them before the Institution of 
Naval Architects.

LEGAL DEPARTMENT

The following digests of Comptroller General 
decisions were announced: 


} An enlisted man applying for travel pay 
upon discharge cites three instances where cir- 
cumstances existed similar to his and where 
payment had been made by disbursing officers. 
The Comptroller General answered: 

“As stated in decision of May 2, 1923, the fact 
that disbursing officers may have made pay- 
ments not in conformity with law bestows no 
right upon you whatever. It has been held that 
section 1290, Revised Statutes, prohibits pay- 
ment of travel pay where transportation and 
subsistence in kind were furnished by the Gov- 
ernment, and for many years action of the ac- 
counting officers in such cases has been in con- 
formity with that construction of the statute. 
However, you failed to file an appeal within the 
time prescribed by law. As was stated, this 
fact would under any circumstances preclude the 
right of this office to make revision of your 
claim at this time. A further discussion of 
your right with regard to the item claimed, 


therefore, will serve no useful purpose.” (Gar- 
rity’s case, July 8, 1925.) 
2. In a letter dated July 9, 1825, the 


Comptroller General approves certain proposed 
changes in section 3 of the “Instructions for 
Carrying Into Effect the Joint Service Pay 
Bili, Act of June 10, 1922,” necessitated by sec- 
tion 10 of the Act of March 4, 1925. The sec- 
tion referred to concerns the payment of a 
sum not to exceed $25 upon the discharge from 
the Service by “dishonorable discharge, bad- 
conduct discharge, or any other discharge for 
the good of the Service.’”’ The letter concludes 
with the paragraph: 

“It is to be understood in a submission of 
this kind that the legal effect of the instructions 
must be for determination of this office when 
particular facts arise bringing them into ques- 
tion, and that the instructions must therefore 
be subject to such interpretation as may then 
be made.” (Letter to Sec. of Navy, July 9, 
1925.) 

3. Where a settlement of the accounts of a 
deceased officer of the Army has been made, a 
claim of a mess treasurer for mess bill cannot 
be entertained by the Government. 

The regulations can properly be given effect 
to and the mess indebtedness liquidated in the 
adjustment of the account of the deceased if 
the amount of the account is sufficient for the 
purpose, but where this has not been done as 
in the present case, there is no obligation upon 
the United States with respect to the liquidation 
of the mess indebtedness and it is for those 
representing such claim to present it to the 
proper representatives of the deceased. (Hayes’ 
case, July 13, 1925.) 

4. Upon review of a disallowance made by 
the Military division, the Law Division holds 
that pay to officers and enlisted men of the 
National Guard who were excused from attend- 
ance at a training camp by the Secretary of 
War on account of an epidemic of measles, may 
properly be made. 

The regulations are applicable to ‘‘field train- 
ing,” that is, to the training provided for un- 
der section 94. They are, however, also ap- 
plicable where field training is prescribed for 
units or organizations attending camps of in- 
struction under section 97, as in this case. 
Where, however, detachments of organizations 
are by specific order of the War Department 
issued in advance authorized to attend a camp 
of instruction held under section 97, the mem- 
bers of such a detachment are entitled to the 
pay provided by the section as individual train- 
ing. See 4 Comp. Gen. 65. (Windsor’s and 
Hill’s cases, July 9, 1925.) 

5. The General Accounting Officer undertook 
to enforce a set off of nearly $900 against an ad- 
mitted refund of income taxes to a manufac- 
turer. The set off was an item said to have 
been erroneously allowed the manufacturer in 
settlement of war contracts. In allowing the 
item the Comptroller General comments: 

““* * * Subsequent to the payments in ques- 
tion, there was enacted the Dent Act of March 
2, 1919, 40 Stat. 1172, authorizing the settle- 
ment of agreements entered into between April 
6, 1917, and November 11, 1918, on a fair and 
equitable basis. While there was no authority 
of law for the cancellation agreements of De- 
cember 12, 1916, and January 27, 1919, in this 
case, such adjustment and payments thereunder 
precluded the contractor from filing claims un- 
der the Dent Act. As the amounts paid under 
the cancellation agreements appear to have been 
reasonable and just to the Government and not 
in excess of what could have been allowed if 
the claims had been settled under the Dent 
Act, the adjustment may be permitted to stand.” 
(American Blower Co.’s case, July 1, 1925.) 

6. Concerning the claim of a fireman, first 
class, in the Navy for reimbursement for cost 
of, medical service while ill on leave, an im- 
portant ruling was made. If proper steps are 
ttaken by men in the future it may mean 4 
great deal when occasion arises. 

The facts as set out by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral follow: 

“It appears that Longo, while attached to 
the U.S.S. Maryland, was granted leave of ab- 
sence from December 29, 1921, to January 13, 
1922. On December 31, 1921, while at Yonkers, 
N. Y., he was taken ill with acute appendicitis. 
A private physician was called who found Longo 
to be in so serious a condition as to necessitate 
removal to a hospital for immediate operation. 
The physician communicated by telephone with 
the executive officer of the U.S.S. Maryland, and 
obtained authority to remove Longo to the St. 
Johns’ Riverside Hospital at Yonkers, N. Y., 
for operation. Longo was not removed to the 
Naval Hospital at Brooklyn, New York, because 
of the danger involved in transporting him that 
distance. Longo remained in the hospital un- 
til January 18, 1922, and the expense of his 


hospital care and physician’s fee, amounting to 
$127.10 was paid on public bill by the disburs- 
ing officer upon approval of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. Credit for same was 
suspended in the audit and subsequently checked 
against Longo’s account to remove the suspen- 
sion. | ; z : 

“‘Where an enlisted man is taken ill while on 
leave under circumstances which do not admit 
of delay, the action of competent authority au- 
thorizing his treatment by civilian physician is 
an exercise of military control and has the 
effect of terminating his leave status. 2 Comp. 
Gen. 788. Such were the circumstances in this 
case, although on leave when taken ill the fact 
that proper officials directed Longo’s treatment 
in a civilian hospital so changed his status as 
to obligate the Government to defray cost of 
the medical treatment and hospital care in ques- 
tion.” (Longo’s case, July 2, 1925.) 

7. An enlisted man who was discharged May 
26, 1922, requested review of his claim for travel 
pay under the Act of February 28, 1919. The 
decision recites: 

“The term ‘option’ as used in the travel pay 
law is synonymous with the term ‘election.’ 
Election means a choice between two alter- 
native rights, either of which may be asserted 
at the will of the chooser alone. On discharge 
May 26, 1922, you had the right to receive 
travel pay either to the place of enlistment or 
to your bona fide home. You elected to receive 
travel pay to the place of enlistment, Fort 
Shafter, H. T., and having been paid travel pay 
from place of discharge to said place at five 
eents per mile, your rights under the statute 
are exhausted and you are not entitled to re- 
ceive travel pay to your bona fide home.” 
(Cavanaugh’s case, July 2, 1925.) 

8. Credit for rental allowances is denied a 
Naval officer on behalf of his dependent mother 
who was 58 years old, in fair health, residing 
with her husband and invalid sister-in-law. 
The husband earned $120 per month and pro- 
vided quarters, heat, light and subsistence and 
$20 per month. The sister-in-law was unable 
to pay anything. The mother owns property 
approximating $6,000, and the officer son con- 
A Pe $50 per month to her support. It is 

eld: 

“The facts in evidence preclude a recognition 
of dependency. Aside from the other resources 
for support possessed by the mother it is shown 
that the husband is not incapacitated, is gain- 
fully employed and actually making provision 
for his wife. In such @ case it has been uni- 
formly held that there can be no dependency of 
a mother on her officer son within the meaning 
of the act of June 10, 1922.” (Hatch’s case, 
July 3, 1925.) 

9. A captain of the Army stationed at 
Governors Island, with his wife, occupied for 
about two and one-half months in 1924 quar- 
ters with a colonel who was also attached to 
the post at Governors Island and assigned ade- 
quate quarters. Claim was presented for rental 
allowance by the captain, which was disallowed. 
Upon appeal to the Law Division, the Comp- 
troller General observes: 

“There is no question of a visit, brief or 
otherwise on the facts presented. Colonel 
Rivers was on duty at Governors Island; you, 
also, were on duty at Governors Island; at that 
time Colonel Rivers was assigned public quar- 
ters for the occupancy of himself and depend- 
ents without charge, and separate public quar- 
ters for the occupancy of yourself and your de- 
pendents apparently were not available for as- 
signment to you; you with your dependents oc- 
cupied jointly with Colonel Rivers, with his 
consent, the public quarters assigned to him 
without charge. You were put to no expense 
for quarters for either yourself or your de- 
pendents, and you were put to no such expense 
because you and your dependents were in the 
actual occupancy of public quarters. It is not 
understood by what process of reasoning, on 
these facts, you can contend, either on equitable 
or legal grounds you are entitled to rental al- 
lowance. This appears, also, to be the view 
of the War Department as expressed in the 
indorsement of the Chief of Finance, November 
8, 1924, on this case, and it is the correct view.” 
(McLarren’s case, July 3, 1925.) 

10. In determining the fiscal year to which 
the cost of transportation of employees of the 
War Department relieved from duty at one 
station and assigned to a new station, the 
Comptroller General informs the Secretary of 
War as follows: 

“In the first illustration given in your sub- 
mission two transportation requests were is- 
sued to the employee; one of which was used 
before the ciose of the fiscal year while the 
other was used after the leave period and in 
the succeeding fiscal year. It is clear that the 
expense of the transportation secured on the 
first request covering the first journey became 
an obligation against the Government when such 
transportation was secured and is chargeable 
to the old fiscal year appropriation. The ex- 
pense of the transportation furnished under the 
second request covering the second stage of the 
journey was performed some time later and in 
the new fiscal year did not become an obliga- 
tion on the part of the Government until such 
transportation was secured, and accordingly it 
is chargeable to the new fiscal year appropri- 
ation. 

“In the second illustration no part of the 
transportation was secured and no part of the 
journey begun before the close of the fiscal year 
in which the change of station was directed, and 
accordingly the expense of such travel when 
performed in the new fiscal year is chargeable 
to the appropriation for that year inasmuch 
as the obligation for the payment therefor was 
not actually incurred prior to the close of the 
old fiscal year.” (Letter to Sec. of War, July 
8, 1925.)

D.E.M.L.-O.R.—Q. I qualified as sharp- 
shooter May 15, 1925, on the North Dakota 
Agricultural College range. A letter was for- 
warded to Corps Area Headquarters requesting 
order be issued authorizing the payment of ad- 
ditional compensation for marksmanship. It 
was returned disapproved, stating: “‘1. The pol- 
icy of these headquarters does not permit en- 
listed men, D.E.M.L. (OR), to qualify in rifle 
practice for pay.” 

Question 1. Information is requested as to 
what weapon I am considered as armed with 
in my present status—and if not considered 
armed at present, what weapon I would be 
armed with in case of war? Also, why men 
on D.E.M.L.-O.R. should not be allowed to draw 
this added compensation just as much as men 
on D.E.M.L.-N.G. or R.O.T.C, duty. In my 
opinion I should think that I certainly should 
be classed as armed with some kind of a 
weapon. 

The rental allowance of enlisted men on duty 
as sergeant instryctors with National Guard 
units has been increased from $30 to $35 per 
month. This is $12.50 on a 30-day month and 
$11.25 on a 3lday month more than men on 
D.E.M.L.-O.R. and R.O.T.C. duty are drawing. 
In addition to this, rental allowance continues 
in effect for National Guard instructors while 
attending camps. Men attending camp from 
D.E.M.L.-O.R. or R.O.T.C. duty lose their com- 
mutation of quarters. 

Question 2. Request information as to differ- 
ence in status of the above D.E.M.L. soldiers 
which entitles one to draw quarter allowance 
while attending camp and the other to lose it. 

A sergeant instructor with N.G. is allowed 
$5 per day while making visits to other Guard 
units. Of this $5 he must subsist and room 
himself when away from station. If he makes, 
say, the maximum number of trips on a 30-day 
month, he draws $150 for allowances. He does 
not use his quarters at his regular station dur- 
ing this entire period but still draws $35 at 
the end of the month for them, thereby draw- 
ing allowances for two sets of quarters. 

Question 3. Why this difference? 

Enlisted men on duty with D.E.M.L.-O.R. 
and R.O.T.C. are living under the same condi- 
tions as sergeant instructors of the N.G. It 
costs one just as much to live as it does the 
other, and in my opinion the allowances should 
be more balanced. That is, if one man draws 
$35 per month rental allowance, why should not 
the others; if one noncom loses his quarter al- 
lowance when on temporary duty away from 
station, why should not the others; and, lastly, 
if noncoms on D.E.M.L.-N.G. and R.O.T.C. are 
allowed to draw additional compensation in 
rifle marksmanship, why should not the other 


one 

A. (1) (a) The determination of the weapon 
with which a D.E.M.L. is armed in time of 
peace rests with the corps area commander. 
(b) In time of war, same will depend upon 
the arm of the service to which assigned. (2) 
An enlisted man on duty with the National 
Guard is governed, so far as his quarters and 
subsistence allowances are concerned, by the 
laws and appropriations made for National 
Guard activities. An enlisted man not on duty 
with the National Guard is entitled to quarters 
and subsistence allowances in accordance with 
the provisions of the Act of April 20, 1918, 
and section 9 of the Act of June 10, 1922. 
The former authorizes the renting of quarters 
for which the rental must be paid, although the 
soldier may be temporarily absent. Under the 
latter and the Executive Order issued pursuant 
thereto, the per diem in lieu of quarters is 
limited to 75 cents when quarters in kind are 
not being furnished at any place. (3) The dif- 
ference is a matter of statute.

LANDING FIELD LIGHT 
HAS SUCCESSFUL TEST 


ESPITE the handicap of an electric 

storm and a strong wind, a success- 
ful land test was made at Brown’s Field 
at Quantico, Va., on July 16, of an avia- 
tion landing-field light developing one- 
half billion (500,000,000) candlepower. 
This light, known as the BBT landing- 
field light, is a product of the Barbier, 
Benarb & Turenne Corporation of Amer- 
ica, and has been used extensively by the 
United States Air Mail where night fly- 
ing is conducted, and it has also been used 
by the French. When the land exhibition 
was completed, it was too late to test the 
lights over the water. This test will prob- 
ably be made later. 

The tests were in charge of Lt. Col. 
T. C. Turner, U.S.M.C., commanding offi- 
cer of the Marine Aviation Squadrons at 
Quantico. The tests were witnessed by 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, U.S.N., 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy 
Department, and Maj. H. Brainard, 
officer in charge of aviation in the Marine 
Corps. The latter was one of the first 
pilots to take the air. Major Brainard 
declared that the diffused light was a re- 
markable achievement. Not only did it 
illuminate the entire field, he said, but 
made it so clear that from several thou- 
sand feet in the air he could discern the 
spectators walking on the ground. When 
he landed he congratulated representatives 
of the BBT Corporation of America on 
their product. 

Capt. Louis J. Bourne, U.S.M.C., offi- 
cer in charge of fiying, tested the new 
light, as did also Lts. C. F. Schilt, F. G. 
Dowie, L. Cagle, W. G. Farrell and 
Stanley E. Ritterhoff, U.S.M.C. 

The light illuminated the entire landing 
field with the brightness of day. The field 
is about 2,100 feet long. Photographers 
made pictures from every corner of the 
field and motion pictures were being made 
continuously. 

The BBT light is mounted on a small 
truck and may be readily moved to meet 
flying conditions. Its over-all height is ap- 
proximately six feet. The illumination 
for this light is furnished by a specially 
designed carbon are, similar to those used 
for motion picture projection, having the 
qualities of steadiness and clearness; 220- 
volt direct current is used.

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THE NEEDED ARMY MULE 
NOT IN 1926 ESTIMATES 


THE Army mule, upon whose head has 
been showered volleys of abuse, is to 
be included, in the fiscal year, 1926, esti- 
mates with those for whom no funds will 
be available. No money has been appro- 
priated this year for the purchase of 
mules, and only 2,500 horses will be pur- 
chased for replacement purposes during 
the entire period. The number of animals 
needed to fill present vacancies according 
to tables of organization, are 6,000 horses 
and 1,500 mules. 

Under this ruling the Army mule’s rec- 
ord for longevity will be severely tested, 
as many animals will have to be contin- 
ued in service which might otherwise be 
disposed of on account of age. And the 
animals remaining will have to bear the 
brunt of increased work if no new mules 
are to be bought during the current year. 

The Army mule has won laurels on the 
battlefield, on the hike, and in camp in 
all of our wars as far back as the War 
with Mexico, more than 75 years ago. In 
France the people were astonished and 
amused at first sight of the tall, gangling 
Missouri Kickers, but the mules proved 
their worth in the field time and time 
again, and today many American mules 
are being employed in the agricultural 
regions of France. Mules are more pop- 
ular with the soldiers, as a rule, than 
horses. 
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AIR TRAVEL EXPENSES IN 
U.S. NAVY OBJECTED To 


[N a letter to the Secretary of the Nayy 

the Comptroller General objects to the 
regulations proposed by the Navy Depart- 
ment for the expenses for travel by air 
He recommends striking out all of para. 
graphs 14 and 14%, pages F and F-13 
and offers a substitute for the same.

stood. No reimbursement in excess of $8 
is allowable, even though the travel be 
performed under extraordinary conditions, 
and unless the travel is ordered and per. 
formed by air, reimbursement of actual 
expenses at the $8 maximum is not ay- 
thorized, 

“In the case of officers and warrant 
officers, as allowable expenses of every 
nature incident to the air travel are to be 
included within the $8 per day maz. 
mum.”

CLOTHING AND CASH TO 
NAVY MEN ON DISCHARGE 


EVISION has been made by the Navy 
Department of Article D-9120, Bureau 
of Navigation Manual, which pertains to 
providing enlisted men upon discharge 
with civilian clothes and cash allowance, 
Provision was made in the act of March 4, 
1925, for the payment of a sum not to 
exceed $25, to be fixed by and in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Navy, to 
those persons discharged from the naval 
service by dishonorable discharge, bad- 
conduct discharge, or any other discharge 
for the good of the Service, where thi per- 
son so discharged would otherwise be with- 
out funds to meet his immediate needs. 
The revised article reads as follows: 





“1. When men are discharged by reason of 
bad conduct, or undesirability, or for inapti- 
tude, outer garments or distinctive parts of the 
uniform should be taken from them, and they 
will be furnished with an outfit of civilian 
clothes at a cost not exceeding the sum of $15. 
Amounts expended under this provision shall 
be charged to the clothing and small-stores 
fund. These clothes shall be furnished to the 
man without regard to the state of his accounts 
or the amount of personal funds in his pos 
session. 

“2. Men discharged from ships or stations 
other than naval prisons with dishonorable dis- 
charges shall be isued civilian clothing as au- 
thorized in preceding paragraph. 

“3. Men discharged under the following con- 
ditions shall upon discharge be paid a sum not 
to exceed $25, or such portion thereof as will, 
together with other funds available to the man, 
exclusive of travel allowance or transportation 
in kind, total $25: 

“(a) All discharges for inaptitude. (b) All 
discharges by reason of undesirability. (c) All 
discharges in accordance with sentence of 
courts-martial. (d) Following discharge by rea- 
son of medical survey.”

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ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT NOTES 





EVELOPMENT has been made of an 
entirely satisfactory FNH powder for 
the 105-mm. howitzer, and an experimental 
lot has been manufactured for a Service 
test. This powder is of the same com- 
position as one of the powders which has 
given excellent results in the 75-mm. gun. 
Preliminary results obtained with FNH 


powder granulated for 3-inch antiaircraft 
guns are quite promising, and it is ex- 


pected that satisfactory powders for this 
ealiber will be produced during the com- 
ing year. The 3-inch antiaircraft gun 
presents a problem similar to that en- 
countered in the 75-mm., model 1920, the 
high velocity and consequent large powder 
charge required increasing the- difficulty 
of eliminating the flash. 

The work on development of FNH pow- 
ders for caliber .30 and caliber .50 
weapons has not as yet led to as grati- 
fying results as have been obtained on 
cannon powders. Development work on 
this, however, is being energetically pur- 
sued by both the Ordnance Department 
and private manufacturers. 


APPROVAL has been made by the tech- 
nieal staff of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment of the modification of all 3-inch 
A.A. gun mounts, model 1917, now in the 
Service, which changes, it is pointed out 
by ordnance experts, will render the 
mounts more easily loaded and operated. 
Due to the slight difference in the design 
of side frames of the present mounts, the 
modified mounts will be differently modi- 
fed, and will be known as 3-inch A.A. 
gun mounts, model 1917 MII and MIII. 
The 1917 MI mount, while formerly con- 
sidered a modification of the existing 1917 
model, is in reality a new design. 


from the bores of 3-inch A.A. 
guns has been developed at the Aberdeen 
Proving Ground. Orders have been given 
for the manufacture of a number of these, 
which will be sent to the Service for test. 


ABORE scraping device for removing 
copper 


IRINGS have been completed to de- 

termine the effectiveness of 3-inch anti- 
aircraft shell against airplanes. The 
planes were placed in various positions 
and at various distances. Up to the pres- 
ent time, however, analysis of the com- 
plete results have not been completed. 


APPROVAL has been given by the War 

Department of the Mark III Scovill 
type antiaircraft fuse as standard for 3- 
inch A.A. guns in place of the Mark II 
modified type, which was previously listed 
as standard. This change is the result of 
comparative tests made at Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground, which indicate that the Mark 


III fuse is superior. The Mark III fuse 
is also more readily producible, since it is 
almost identical with the 21-second com- 
bination fuse for mobile artillery. 


PRELIMINARY examination of the 

results indicates that modification in 
the design of the shell so as to give larger 
fragments will be desirable, although ma- 
terial increase in size may reduce the num- 
ber of fragments to such an extent as to 
make the number of hits undesirably 
small. . 


PPROVAL has also been given for the 

manufacture of a number of depres- 
sion position finders designed for use in 
connection with our longest-range guns. 
One instrument will be completed first and 
tested before others are completed. 


ERY promising results have been ob- 

tained from the intensive firing tests 
which have been conducted with the 75- 
mm. pack howitzer materiel. Pack outfits 
have been considered and samples are to 
be made up for preliminary tests at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground. 


A PPROVAL is being asked for the adop- 
tion of caliber .45 blank ammunition, 
model 1925, for use in the revolver, caliber 
.45, model 1917. This ammunition is re- 
quired by the Cavalry for use in training 
recruits and mounts. It was _ recently 
tested at Aberdeen Proving Ground. 


Two types of caliber .45 tracer car- 

tridge, one producing a red trace and 
the other a green trace, have been de- 
veloped by Frankford Arsenal and were 
recently tested by the Infantry, Cavalry, 
Field Artillery, Coast Artillery and Air 
Service.

The normal ambition of every one is to build 
up an investment estate against the day his 
earning power is curtailed as a provision for his 
own needs and those of his dependants. A few 
lucky individuals are able to do this through 
speculation, but their number is indeed limited, 
and this process is so hazardous and the prob- 
ability of its success so remote, that it can be 
disregarded as a feasible course to be followed. 
The only safe and certain method is by sys- 
tematic saving. 

Much has been said on this subject, but it is 
one that will bear additional emphasis, because 
patience and courage and sacrifice and effort 
are required if the desired results are to be 
achieved. Yet, when a definite savings plan is 
once put into force the rate at which the es- 
tate grows affords a pleasant surprise. The 
principle of compound interest at work soon 
counts for more than the effort of the individual] 
himself. 

If the goal were fixed at $25,000 at the end 
of 30 years, in order to procure a monthly in- 
come of $125.at 6 per cent, it would be neces- 
sary to actually save during that time only 
$9,039.60, or slightly over 36 per cent of the 
total. The balance of $15,960.40 would be the 
fruits of compound interest. Of course, in- 
terest as it is received during the entire pe- 
riod must be reinvested promptly at the rate 
of 6 per cent. 

In planning a systematic investment pro- 
gram, it is necessary, first of all, to adopt a 
budget plan for one’s personal use. A budget 
is as adaptable to an individual or a family as 
it is to a business. It enables one to place a 
limit on each item of living expense in propor- 
tion to income. It is unsafe to generalize by 
presenting a typical budget plan here on ac- 
count of the wide varience in living costs in 
different parts of the country and in foreign 
stations. Moreover, each can more satisfactorily 
work out a budget for himself. 

After the amount of periodic savings has been 
decided upon, the next problem is how to in- 
vest it to the best advantage. One way, of 
course, is to buy an endowment life insurance 
policy, or other form of insurance. A return 


of 6 per cent cannot be expected from that 
source, but the sacrifice in yield is more than 
offset by the protection afforded, and, after 
all, insurance should be regarded as protection 
rather than an investment. Insurance should 
be the first consideration, and it is assumed 
here that the requirements in that direction 
have been taken care of. 

There is little that can be done in the invest- 
ment field with sums less than $100. As a 
matter of fact it is unprofitable to buy se- 
curities in extremely small amounts because 
the commissions that must be paid are com- 
paratively quite large and add substantially to 
the cost. From the investment firm’s stand- 
point just as much effort and expense is in- 
volved in a one-share transaction as in a 
thousand-share sale and even by charging a 
high commission rate the business is unprofit- 
able. So, it is better to let the savings ac- 
cumulate in the savings bank to an amount 
ranging from $100 to $500 before transfer into 
the permanent investment is made. 

There is no question but that the first pur- 
chases should be bonds or very high-grade pre- 
ferred stocks. After a safe and solid founda- 
tion has been laid, those who are so inclined 
ean go in for a limited amount of lower grade 
issues in order to procure a higher return. 
And the first investment should be made only 
after a definite investment structure has been 
decided upon. That is, if $100 is the unit of 
investment, the investor should plan to first 
build up a foundation of, say, $3,000 railroad 
bonds, $3,000 public utility, and $1,000 each of 
real estate mortgages, industrial bonds, and 
foreign governments. After choice of the bonds 
in each group has been made he can buy the 
$100 unit of each in turn as the funds are 
available. This will give ample diversification 
and result in a far stronger structure than 
would be the case if a different bond were pur- 
chased with $100. Then, expansion can take 
place along the same lines when the first part 
of the program is completed. 7

LTS. MORSE AND WYATT 
KILLED IN PLANE CRASH 


Figst LT. CHARLES L. MORSE and 
1st Lt. John A. Wyatt, A.S., U.S.A., 
were killed, and 2d Lt. John F. McBlain, 
Staff Sgt. Prosper Ter Moullen and Private 
Hanks, also of the Air Service, were in- 
jured in a crash of airplanes on Oahu 
Island, Hawaii, July 23. 

Lieutenant Morse took off from Luke 
Field, Oahu Island, at almost the same 
time that a Navy plane, piloted by Chief 
Petty Officer Frosio, arose at the other end 
of the island. The two pilots evidently did 
not see each other until their planes were 
near collision. 

The tail. surface and control wires of 
Morse’s plane came in contact with the 
Navy plane. The Army plane crashed to 
the earth. Lieutenant Morse was dead 
when the ambulance arrived. 

Lieutenant Wyatt, accompanied by Ser- 
geant Moullen, was piloting a large De- 
Haviland when his engine gave trouble. 
Forced to land, he made for a small field. 
He overlooked a high-tension electric wire, 
which caught the plane and sent it crash- 
ing to the ground. The pilot was killed 
instantly. 

The third accident occurred when Lieu- 
tenant McBlain, with Private Hanks as 
observer, went up in another DeHaviland 
to search for Lieutenant Wyatt's plane. 
They located the plane, but in landing hit 
the same wire that caused the Wyatt
